PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


'Ciiio first edition was published at Calicut in 1879, and ccni- 
sistod of only a few copies intended chiefly for use in the 
-District Ofliecs, pending the publication of “ Malabar,’* 
which appeared only in 1887. 

The present edition is intended to complete the work by 
giving the texts of the various Treaties, etc., to which 
Iroquent reference is made in “ Malabar,” Volume I. It 
in fatit forms a third volume of that work. 

Mr. Jacques of the Collector’s office has thoroughly 
revised the text by comparing it with the original papers, 
and has compiled a Glossary foi- guidance tlirough the 
intricaei(!s of the Portuguese and English spelling of native 
names and tcumis. 

. Mir. A. X. iD’Silva, the Telegraph Master at Calicut, has 
rendered much assistance in the work of translating the 
Portuguese treaties into English and deserves my hearty 
thanks. .He write.s— 

“1 liavo gone through a great portion of tho Portuguese, 
which appears to mo to have boon translated from Malayalain by 
some person not very well acquainted with the Portuguese language. 
Tho J^oi'tuguoso is full of errors as regards both grammar and 
phraseology. Being so, tho Englisli translation is, I think, about 
tho be,st that could bo made of it. Tho oirly way to arrive at a 
really correct translation in English would be from the original 
Malayalain writings, if these are available ; if not, this translation 
ought to be taken as quite satisfactory.” 

It is possible that some of the original deeds (one. of 
which at least, I-XVIII, was engraved on a silver plate) 
may still be in existence in tlio India Office or Bombay 
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Government records. If found, they would be of perma¬ 
nent interest as evidenee of the terms of the earliest settle¬ 
ments of the English on the Malabar Coast. 

The small map to be found at page G27 of “ Malabar,” 
Volume I, should be consulted when leferonco is made to 
the Table of Contents, as it .shows where tlie various 
territories mentioned lie.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE PREFACE TO THE- 
FIRST EDITION, 


WsElf in search of materials for an historical and descriptive 
account of Malabar, I found, a j^ear or two ago, among the TeUicherry 
Factory Beoords a manuscript collection, in the Portuguese language, 
of the early engagements made between the Honorable Company’s 
Factors at TeUicherry and Anjengo and the country powers with 
whom they came into contact. It occurred to me to supplement this 
o6Uection from the records, and to print the whole so as to bring 
together, within convenient compass for district administration 
purposes, a series of papers, as complete as possile, exhibiting the 
relations, past and present, between the British Government and 
the ancient chieftains of the district, to whom a portion of the 
revenues of the district for the year 1800-1 (M.E, 976) is paid as 
malikhana. 

Tins collection has, accordingly, been divided into two parts, 
viz.. Part I, treating of the period prior to the treaty of Seringa- 
patam, contracted with Tippu Sultan in 1792, under which Malabar 
fell to the Company’s share as a portion of the cessions made by 
Tippu to the Allies ; and Part II, treating of the period subsequent 
to 1792 down to the present day. 

The collection now published is, I think, pretty nearly, if not 
quite, exhausi.ive. It may have happened that some papers have 
escaped notice among the very voluminous records still jireserved, 
and records now missing may have contained others ; but I am 
satisfied that no papers of any great importance remain undiscovered. 

In the Tellicheny Factory diary, under date the 6th May 1728, 
there is an entry giving a detailed list of books and papers pre.served 
at that time in the factory, and horn it I gather that the Calicut 
journals and ledgers commenced from 1st April 1675, and those of 
TeUicherry from 1st August 1701, while the general letter book of 
TeUicherry dated from 24th October 1699, and the TeUicherry diary 
and consultation books from 1st Augu,5t 172.5.

No3. IV to X and XV to XVII of Pnrl; I are therein aijeoifically 
alluded to, No. IV being thus described :—A grant that any 
Mallabar having accounts with us must |)Ut his hand in Oyle to 
prove the verity thereof, given An no 1710.” No allusion i.s made to 
Nos. I to III or to No. XIII. I have novert-holess not hesitated to 
print them as authentic, seeing tlrat (he Portuguese manuscript 
above alluded to, which was evidently kept for I'oady rofereneo by 
the lingui.sts or Tiipayis, Tam. TiqyasM ; Hind. DvibanUi —])orsons 
kirowing two languages—intoirprotors, who conducted tlm corre¬ 
spondence of the Company with tlie coimtry power.s, has them 
entered, in their proper chronological order, along with those which 
are referred to in the diary entry above alluded to. The only othei' 
early treaty or engagement I have come acro.s.s between the British 
and any of the Malabar chiefs i.s that of Ca])tain Keeling with the 
Zamoihr, dated in 1615, whioli will be found printed in Day’s 
“ Laid of iltB Perumah, py. 177-8.” I did not include it in this 
collection because it led to nothing definite, and was only made by 
the Zamorin to induce Captain Keeling to give him assistance 
in the undertaking he had then on hand. 

The Anjengo diaries contain no similar list of books and papers 
preserved in that factory. In the diary of 18th August 1804, in a 
letter from the Connneroial Resident to the Governor of Bombay, ho 
states, with reference to a question rolativo to a charge debited in tho 
Company’s hooks against the Kottudali farm (an integi'al portion of 
Anjengo now leased to the Travaiicore Government, vide. Part II, 
No. CCLXXXVII) that “ almost tho whole of the records and books 
of this settlement prior to the last 40 years have been destroyed by 
white-ant.s several years ago.” An English tramslation, however, of 
No. XVIII, Part I, being an agreement made by the Queen of 
Attinga with tho chief and.factors on a silver olla, appears in their 
diary of tho 20th January 1803, wherein the name of its writer 
“ Tivan Changarou ” (as customary in Malayalam correspondonoo) 
is given, and the silver olla appears to have borne the signature 
“ Shri Tulliom ” {Sri Tuhjam Sign Manual). 

Again in diary of 10th May 1808 it appears that tho Resident 
forwarded to Bombay a deposition from his head linguist, in which it 
is stated that “ in the year 1717-18, the Chief, John Brahon, Esq., 
entered into a written agreement with Her Higluross, wherein she 
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confil-inod all the former privileges to the Company and granted 
permission to build two factories, one at Kdowah and the other at 
Brinjohn, and in the year 172!) she signed tho-silvor olla, of which 
a ti’anslate is inserted in the diary and added that “ enclosed is a 
copy of the silver olla in my possession alluded to hy the linguist.” 
TJiis earlier agroomont of 1717-18, which is not entered in the 
Portuguese nianu,script, and of ivliieh no copy so far as I know is 
extant, was probably the earliest written one concluded hy the 
factors ; as in the same deposition of the aforesaid linguist it is 
stated that “ the English obtained pennission from the Princess 
of Attingah in the year 1690 to build a fort at Anjengo,” hut 
“■ whether written or verbal cannot be ascertained.” 

Nos. XI. XII and XIV, Part I, are not alluded to in the reciords 
now extant ; hut as the Portuguese collection has them, I have, 
for the reason already advanced, preserved thorn in this collection. 

It would a])pear from the diary of 1810, under dates the 2nd to 
2:ird November, that on the transfer of the settlement from the 
Bombay to the Madras Government, an inventory was made of the 
effects and records of the factory on delivery of charge. But no 
copy of it is on record in the diary. 

No. XX'Part I, is alluded to in the diary, dated 11th April 1753, 
in connection with a claim set up by certain Brahmans of Trevan- 
drung Pagoda, through the Raja of Travanoorc, to the Kottudah 
farm. On this occasion ‘'the chief produced the ollas signed hy 
his present Majo.sty and the Queen of Attniga--the 10th January 
1731, and referred him (the Raja’s messenger) thereto, where he 
may see the same with its rights and privileges firmly made over 
to the Honorable Company and their hohs for ever.” 

As the searching of the records proceeded, very many other 
papers of mtercst and importance to District Officers came to light, 
and it hecamo difficult to decide what sliould, ond what should not, 
ho included in the work. The period down to the date of the faU 
of the Palassi (Pychy) Baja in 1805 (after which permanent peace 
was secured to the district) has been treated in this way more 
liberally than the period which followed that event.

Conferring about Uarmapatam, as we were apprehensive that, 
the French were coming to the place, as they were in treaty with 
the King of Cotioto, and also that the Canarose were coming before¬ 
hand to encamp there, either of which case being injurious to the 
interests of the Honourable- Company, I was charged to tee the 
said heiress at Cannanoro to remedy the evil, as slio may listen in 
good part to our taking possession of it, since, in other times, it 
was tlve place of the Moors (Moplas). That she may not su,spool 
that we have groat interest in taking that place, and not disturb 
her with any such idea, I proposed first of the perils which threaten, 
should that place fall into the hands of others, as .she had herself 
informed us, with all certainty, and if falling in tho hands of the 
French or Canara, it would be of great danger to the Honourable 
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Company, and to her very Cannanoro ; that should wa tuko tho 
place off the hands and power of Princes of P.allioullotu and Cotioto, 
wo would deliver it over to her that she may keep it, as it was her 
ancient possession, and thus she will har'o her place and wo will 
be delivered of all possible anxieties and iuoonvenionoes. It 
appeared to her, supposing she took possession of tho place, as it 
was sought after by the French, and desired by Canara, she was 
not able to guard it as slio was helpless. I answoired, quickly, 
that she should not give uji tho place, it having so many jiretenders, 
and that certainly the French seek much to get it, and seeing 
this, it was good that the Fnglish Company took possession of it 
at once. She replied that it appears to her now, that it would bo 
very desirable the English Cojnpany should take the place ; I)ut 
that it might be for views other than those apjjoaiiug at present. 
But I said : “ I advise, lady, that if tho English Company take 
the place, they will protect it with strong buildings and people, 
and should God help in time, to clear the.se clouds, which over¬ 
hang, it might bo you would desire to possess it,” and I also advised 
regarding the difficulties which would then onsiio, and she may 
not get it, but as a favour, as the Company would wish to havo 
their expenses paid, and to possess it, as the expen.s(:.s on aeeouut 
of the fortification and European ganisou w'ill be lie.avy, and which 
she may be unable to pay. She replied to mo, in tilie presence of 
her Counsellors, that liowovor it might bo, if it could not be taken, 
she would be more glad it would remain in the power of ths English, 
as tho place is, at all events, lost to her, and, being in the hands 
of the Nairs, it ran tho risk of falling into the bands of the French. 
But knowing her disposition, and fearing that should I accept it, 
without further question, it would appear that the offering of tho 
place to her was only an ostensible, and not our real intention, 

I hinted that she may take it, and to serve hei', w-o would take 
possession of tho place and keep it for one month, and after thi.s 
she rnay send her people to take charge, and for greater .scourit}', 
the English Companj' may make a fort and place her flag in the 
said place, for which .she can determine tho amount of subsidy, 
as expenses, and if she could keep it without our foi'ces, she can 
also so determine. At this proposal she thought over, arid told me 
that this can bo done, but still it must bo bettor considered, and 
will bo briefly replied to, by letter. With this, I returned to Telli- 
ohorry and imparted the whole to the Chief. 

Throe or four days aftei- I met Mussa, Writer, who came with 
letters from the heiress to you, Chief, and to me wliioli are translated, 
and Mussa told me that in any case tlioy could not, nor did they 
wish to, take Darmapatam, which the Honourable Company may 
take, but also advised that the place was very oxtonsivo, and ^v(lllld 
bo difficult to keep, and for which reason had bettei' see, consider 
and take.

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The customs on bleeched jiioce-goods wore according to ancient 
usage, taxed at { fanain for every piece, and as the receivers of 
customs were clieating, tho merchants were ordered to pay the 
money to myself; except this, no other duty was levied ; but now 
the Tupaj' tells mo that this has been given to the merchants at a 
discount of 10 fanams foi- oi'ery 100 of the customs. 

Regarding tho popper of Illeadatu, I have given to the Tupay a 
wi'iting that he may go personally to Cottaoara and deliver the said 
olla to the King there. On his arrival there, ho may call the Mer¬ 
chants and make contiaots with them, and secure the pepper that 
it may not go in any other direction. 

The balance which the Honourable Company has in Parur and 
Cherenguo, I have ordered Gristanave to satisfy it; the accounts, 
which are to be sottled with Chotty Yenacapa Perumal, I shall send 
for him, once more, in order that it may be .settled as judged by four 
merchants. 

The Mopla, Cuttivapeii of Carua})ole, I shall order to eome soon to 
settle his account. All other things have been communicated to the 
Tupay, who will relate tho same to the.

Bj" I ho Jrd artieJo of the Treaty, niad(t botwooii the said Parfios, 
tho ir/is Aiw'il 172S, it was stipulated that to put a stop to the froquont 
desertion of the soldiers of our gari'isons, and tho servants 07' doinos- 
ties of our colonies, we would on each side retui'ii dosortors on 
condition of pardon, but that criminals should enjoy the protection

of his King shall bo osteomod a sutticieut proof of his being so. 

2. That by virtno of this explanation of tho Srd article of the 
Treaty aforesaid, we will reciprocally and equally rotium to each 
other, all .soldiers, sailors, slaves and domestics, deserters that sliall 
be roelaimod and their pardon granted, though they should not have 
directly come from our garrison, but if.thoy come from any other 
Factory of our Oompaiiy’s or if they come frojn Europe or anywise 
and this, bona fide, without am' ooauivaiice. 

3. That such soldiers and sailors, ivhito or blaok, or domestic or 
slaves, liable to bo romandod and shall bo dolivoied up on cither .side, 
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living thoir pardon according to tho Ti-eaty aforesaid, may noiw 
tholes.s 1)0 punished afterwards for the faidts that might occasion 
their dosortion with a mild chatiseniont by authority of tlie Comman¬ 
der of the j)Iace, sucli a-s ho shall judge reasonable, but they shall 
not bo tried by a Court, civil or martial, as thoir pardon ought at 
least to oxempt thorn from any grievous ijains or from death. 

4. That on neither side, protection shall ho granted to soldiers, 
white or black, of our garrisons, who shall make a mutinous desertion 
by assembling with their arms and baggage, or without them, or 
being upon guard shall quit thoir posts ; on the contrary, the Com- 
rnandor of the place, they may seek refuge and proteotioii in, shall 
without any diffioulty immediately return, or deliver them up 
without any condition for them, whorovor they can bo found in hi.s 
district. 

5. That there shall ho no protection in our rospootivo oolouios 
for the soldici-s of our garrisons, white or black, or for the domestics 
of the Company, or any employed by the Conqiany, who shall fly 
or desert by reason of any assassinations, anurdors, i-obberies, or 
such public enormities ; but that, on the contrary, the Connnandor 
of the place, they shall or may fly for refuge to, shall secure and 
deliver them up to the Comniaiidor of the nation they belong to, 
without any conditions. 

6. That there shall be public order given in our colonies

Copy of the Treaty of Peace entered into by the Froncli and the Four 
Nambiars as remembered more or less by Pedro Rodrigues, 
ivho once read the original in Nalayalam, ivhen ho went to 
Jlalti with the Chief on the 8th January 1739-40. 

Agreement made in tlic name of llio French Company witli 
their friends, Ciitteri Qiiellotii Aclien and heirs. 

On nccounl of tlie expenses of the war, the Nambiars .should 
pay tlie Conqiaiiy 1,80,000 faiiams in money or in goods. The 








hill of Poylerra taken by the French will not be given up, biit the 
Company will cause two wells to bo dug for the use of the people, 
and open a road from their place to the hill so that it will, in course 
of time, bo like Ghonibra, and the Nambiars and heirs will nob 
require any thing further. 

The Nambians will cause their people to level the hills of Mana- 
kunu, Odiotekmiu. and Kcrakekunu, and remove the houses 
which lie towards Odiotekunu. All the estates appertaining to 
the Nambiars, which are in Pojd:erra, Berra, Manaknnu, Odio¬ 
tekunu, Korakekunu, Chembra, etc., the Company cede to their 
Friends, the Nambiars, for their enjoyment, to which there will be 
no imijediraent, and if any should arise, the Company will remove 
it. The places which have been, owing to the war, built, and those 
of Narongoly Namhiar will bo laized. 

The agreement and WTiting, which if entered into by the Nambiars 
with the English Captain (Chief) .should prove prejudicial to tho 
French Company, the Nambiars will rescind .such publicly. 

The pepper if it be brought from the country of the Nambiars to 
Jlahi, they will not prevent their transit, and aU pepjier produced in 
the country of the Nambiars should be given at the rate of 10-5 to 
the Froiich in Mahi on payunent, or for the price ])revailing in the 
country. Wioe^'er, without reason, comes to offend the Nambiars 
in their country, and build houses therein, etc., the Company wjU 
proceed against such enemyg and protect the Nambiars. Referring 
to the enmity which e.xists between Bavnor and the Nambiars 
regarding laud, etc., jjrudent peojjle of the oouutiy will be appointed 
a.s arbitrators to judge the reasonings of both parties, and a.s they 
decide the Namliiars will abide bj', and should they not agree, 
the Comijany will separate themselves from them. 

Tlie enmity' existing between the Coringottu Nairs and the Nam- 
biar.s will also be laid before arbitrators, and if the Nambiars do not 
abide by their judgment, tlie Company will separate them.selves 
from them. Owing to the goodwill and friendship which the Com¬ 
pany have towards the Nambiars, they give uj} to them tho house 
on Odioto hill, but the siuTouuding wall .should be destroyed, as well 
as the sm-roimding trench should bo filled iqi and only a fence put up 
to keep off cows. The 1,80,000 fanams, which the Nambiars have 
to pay a.s expemes of the war, may be given in goods. 

In tills form it was agreed in December 1739 between the 
Nambiars, to wit, Pudiavitil Nambiar, Chundrot Tangal, Kekeratu 
Nambiar, Kanapnite Nambiar, and the French Company, on whose 
behalf were such and such, as tho undersigned, and in the presence 
of witnesses, who also signed, to wit, on behalf of Bavnor such and 
suoli managers, and on behalf of the Zamorin’s managers, Parambe 
and another, and Ache Curra Camia Parrainor and another.

Mr. .Stejihen Law, Chief Jlayor of the Engli.sh at Tellicherry, 
siL'ni-d by Iti.s wivoy.s. Jlr. Lynch and Pedro Rangel, that, the, English 
will in evei'v way hel]i onr army, in the ne\i’ conrlnesls to the south, 
and the fai-loiy of Onore gi\-en them to eari-y on trade ; but finding 
SOIIH^ trouble and difference in the observation of ancient covenants 
for whose fullilment they will, in future, do the best in their power 
to aid our armv in the con((u(Kt of the south, and the same having 
been intimated by us by letter from Wrabadraya and Suraima, 
saying that the English will, in future, help this State, in the con- 
((liesls to the south, which also appears clear from the information 
of Devajiaya of Jladivapur, who tvishos that the agreement for the 
settlement of Peace be given in wTiting, wo therefore gave the said 
.settlement, in uTiting. as follows :— 

1. We shall entirely fulfil the ancient treaties made Avith the 
Kngli.sh.

;i. The I'cssols and .shi|).s of tho Engli.sh which may, by any 
disiister on this coast, be. cast away on onr shores, we shall punctually 
restore them in the manner of ancient agreement,s without thero 
being any doubt on this ]ioint. 

4. In tho countries which we may conquer from Colastri, aU the 
contracts of jiepper and cardamom in them .should bo made by the 
Engli.sh Conqiany in tlie same manner, wliich were made with tho 
Coiaslri Raja by tlie said Company, who shall also pay the Adlamy 
or duty on the said pepper and cardamom in the niaimer paid to the 
Colastri Raja. 

.7, E.vcuiit. the contracl.s of tho English Company which are for 
]i(!pi)or and cardamom, other contracts may be made by any other 
jiorson, and tho English Companj’ caimot jirevcnt them. 

(i. The ships of the Comiiany, that of the General of Bombay, 
and the vessels of the Chief Jlayor of Tellicherry and Munchuas of 
Tuimy coming to our ])orts for trade in rice and' other articles, will 
pay the duly of “ Coddivisa ” as ivas done anciently and no 
“ .Adlamy ” will be taken from them, which was collected lately, 
and thus tlicy will be free of Adlamy.

In order to put an end to which, and avoid the like haitpening, 
in future, so as to kee]) and preserve the ancient friendship, formerly 
established, the following Articles are agreed upon, aitd inviolably 
to be kept between the Prince of Cotacunu, Uni Tamba, and the 
Prince Regent., Cunlti Ram, at a conferenoe held by thorn with 
Thomas Byfeld Esq., Chief of Tellicherry, assented, and mutually 
■signed to, in the Palace of Chorica, this .St.h day of May 1749. 

1. f'hristna Cutti Putter hating, by his base proceedings, been 
the chief oeeasiou of tlmso differences, the Princes of Cotacunu 
and Chorica on their jiarts, and in beltalf of their hoiits, promise, 
from this time forward, to e.vpel him from tlte country. His 
brothers, Ananda Xaraina Putter and Ana Cutti Ptd.te.r, likewise 
Chiltil Ram Putter, wit); all their families, not to permit them to 
enter the dominions of Colastri, in future. In which should any 
of them return they (the Princes) will be obliged themselves to 
treat them with the utmost rigour, and in case the Company should 
detect any of them, the Princes give liberty to transport them 
to whatever ))lace sliall bo thou ght proper by the Chief, for the 
time being. Ho, in behalf of the Com])any, promising no motive 
whatever shall induce them to give them or their families any 
protection or countenance in futtu-e.

lands and oinoluinonts of what kind soever belonging thereunto, 
to cultivate and iinproxm the same in siicli mannoj' as they niay 
think projoer. Declaring to have, from tliis time forward, no 
pretensions or claim «-hatever, giving and granting to the Ciiief of 
Tcllieherry, for the lime being, full and absolute power to govern 
and adminhster justice on the said island a.s practised at Tellicherry. 
He jiromi.sing, on behalf of the Comjiany, to give tho said Prinoc.s, 
their heirs, etc., five tliousand Diingalm of Nelh annually, to be 
distributed by them to such Brahmins and Pagodas, who have, 
heretofore. Iiad land on the said island, in order to ])rcvent any 
di.sputes, in future, which grants tlu; Princes promise to defend 
against anj- claimant irhalevor. 

i. All vessels ol' wliat kind soever that arc dri\ en on .shore, by 
stress of \\-ealhei- or other accidents, in tho dominions of Colastri 
are, by the Malabar Lavs and Customs tlie iSovereigu’s projierty; 
but the Chief, liaving given various proofs that tlie same may be 
prejudicial to tin; Honom'able Cojupany, the Princo.s of Cola.stri 
promise, in future, that if any accident, of what kind soovor, should 
happen liereafter, not to talce to themselves tho whole or any ]iart 
of .such vessels, goods, etc., belonging to tho Honourable Company, 
or such merchants, ridjo have tlioir coiour,s and passc.s of in-otcction ; 
but all othor.s, whatever, arc excluded the benefit of this Agreement,

under the limitation.s and restrictions as are mentioned in tho 
subsequent Articles of Alliance, viz. 

1. If the Nambiars after one day’s battle will return to their 
obedience, a cessation of arms shall ho immediately doolarod, and 
a general peace ensued, if they will conform to the following articles 
proposed, agreeable to tho laws of their country, viz. :— 

Give 4 Oarts and 4 houses to bo destroyed as tho Prince of 
Cherica thinlcs fit. 
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rajiams 60,000 to be given to tlio Prince of Cherioa for their 
disobodiouco to him. 

Tiio palace which the Prince of Chorica has given to his son, 
in Erevenad, witlx the consent of his brother, he is to remain with 
one himdred’men, but to raise no other fortification, neither is he to 
interfere in any affairs that is contiary to the privileges and customs 
formerly established in that part of the country. 

2. Exclusive of this palace, which the Prince has given his , 
son, agreeable to what is mentioned above, no other fort nor forti¬ 
fication is to be built in Erevenad. 

3. All charges of this war is punctually to bo made good by the 
Prince of Cherioa. 

4. Tlie Clxief of Tellicherry jiromises, in behalf of the Honoura¬ 
ble United English East India, Company, to assist the said Prince of 
Chorica, as their own circumstances will aihnit of, till the Nambiars 
pay a didy obedience to him, as their sovereign,'agreeable to what 
is mentioned in the first Aiticle, or such otlxers as they may propose, 
which are reasonable and just. 

6. If in this war conquests are made, the Chief of Telliohorry 
promises to resign all pretensions thereto. 

6. Boyanor engages to assemble such of the Forces as are 
necessary for the Prince’s assistance in this war, and proceed in 
conjunction v'ith his allies, the Honourable United English East 
India Company, against the Nambiars until they show a proper 
obedience to their Prince as mentioned in the first Ai-ticlo, or .such 
others as the Chief of Tellicherry may as Mediator judge proper. 

7. Boyanore promises and declares that if there should bo any 
conquest obtained in this war, he will relinquish all manner of pro- 
tensions thereto, and that he neither will fortify nor take any place 
that belonged to the Nambiars before the oommenoement of this 


8. All privileges, which the Honourable Company now have 
in the provbice of Erevenad, are to bo preserved, defended and 
maintained inviolably by all the allies against any Power or Powers 
whatever. 

9. The Chief of Tellicherry is to he Mediator in case any dififor- 
ences should arise of what kind soever, which he is to determine 
without showing favour or affection, cither to one or the other 
party concerned. 


10. M^cn the war is at an end in the province of Erevenad, 
every one is to be put in quiet possession of the privileges they 
enjoyed before the commencement thereof, without the least 
molestation whatever.

Seeing that the negotiations of mine witli Unanion and 
Cunhi Raiuaru of Chorica are so hiu’tful tliat those Princes have 
received my kingdom in tlieir desire to put down Irvenad and its 
Xairs (who are Kambiars) and subject tlio Pudia Covelotii Adiody 
(who is Baviiur), althoiigli 1,000 Nairs of Irvenad pay me tribute- 
money and are my subjects, and that i.lioy also wanted tlie Cadata- 
imdu Counti-ji of Adiody, thougli the said Cadatanadu beloiig.s to 
Tequelaincur, who is the second Cola.stri, tliorefore I liavo olootod 
for the Regent, Governor of my Kingdom, Ambu of my Palace, 
and ask the Honourable Company to grant to tlie said Ambu tlieir 
favour, and help to onablo liiiii to carry on tlio Government of my 
country witliout dispute with any other person. If in the prosecu¬

1. I grant the Honourable Company free leave, within a year and 
a half, to build a Factory at Honore on whatever spot they may 
tliiiilc proper. 

2. All trade and oomraerco of whate'cer kind the Honourable 
Company may carry on, shall be on condition that they pay the 
cu.stoms as anciently established. 

Hdiatever ships or vessels of any sort belonging to the Honoui-- 
ablo C'om])any. or Linguists of Tellicherry, shall chance to run ashore 
in any ])art of Jny dominions. I grant the Hoiiouralile Company the 
time of eighteen months to carry away the effects, and wrecks of 
such vc.ssols, ordering my ministcr.s not to give the Ica.st hindrance ; 
but after the e.x|)iration of the said eighteen months the right of 
the Honourable Company in tliese eases to be void. 

4. But all other vessels lielonging to jMerchanfs (not the Com¬ 
pany’s) which may happen to bo sliip-wreoked, the owners are not 
to attempt lo recover such uTcoks. 

6. Should I hereafter make a oonque.st of I,he .several strongholds 
of Mmlai, Mount Dilly and Ramitahj, I will, and do hereby mako 
over to the Honourable Company all the trade of sandalwood, 
pepjier and oardainoius, and this lilierty of trade to be e.x'clnsivo 
of all other Merchants whatevei', they paying such customs as am 
usually collected. 

6. Upon making a conquest of the Malabar country I promise 
and agree to use my utmost endeavours for the recovery of all debbs 
the Houom'ablo Company may h.avc outstanding, and will invest 
them with a proper Power for this purpose. 

7. In order to make a conquest of the Cola.stri dominions, tlie 
Honourable Company to assi.st the King of Bednuro with all manner 
of war-like stores, lie paying for the same, but not to oountenanoo or 
protect in any manner the King of Colastri, and t hat sliould the latter 
be desirous of maldng peace the said Honoimablo Company are to bo 
mediators.

Translate of an Oiiligal ion entered into by Antonio Fires with the 
Kino ok Bedsure on behalf of the Honourable CoitpANY, 
dated the SOlh October 1751. 

The English Company hereby oblige theinselve.s to assist the 
Canara King, his army, 'M'ith the following war-like si,ores against 
the Nairs, their enemie.s; that is to say, vrith powder, shot and shells, 
at the cii’stoniarv price, further obliging themselves to lend guns 
and mortars (to be hereafter retm-ned) with capable gunners. Tho 
Honourable Company to take all the measures possible to prevent 
supplie.s being carried by sea to tlieh enemies, the Nairs, and to 
afford convoy to all boats from Mangalore to the Canaroso eamp, 
but .should such vcs,sol.5 su.stain any damage by being attacked, 
tlie lo.ss or damage of suclt vessels to be sustained by tho Honourable 
C'omjianv, and not by the Boduuro Rajah. The Kmg of Bednure 
obliging him.self to give tho necessary orders to Iris (lovernoi-a and 
Ministers for tho o.Niiortalion of rice, and cvorytlring else, which 
may lie required by tire Honourable Company, they paying for the 
same from all and ex'ery iiort in his Majesty’s dominions, and I, 
Antonio Fires, at the request of tho said King, do hereby promise 
to go to tho cami) giviirg all tiro assistance possible to his General 
Subarsaya.

The 2:ird May 1762, Malabar Style, the Prince Cotaounu came to 
Cotioto, or Nctur, wltere being mol by Thomas Don-ill, Esq., Chief 
of Telliclierry, and the late differences between the said Honour¬ 
able Conqian)^ and Prince,s of Ciierica discussed, tliey were amicably 
adjusted and tiro following Ai-ticles agreed on to prevent tho like in 
future;— 

1. Touching the Government of all placc.s, and people subject to 
the Prince of Cheriea, tliorc shall be no let or impediment on the part 
of the Honourable Company, pro-vided it be consistent witli reason. 

2. Touching the privileges and trade of the Honour-able 
Company in the countries belonging to the Prinoo.s of Cheriea, 
agreeable to tire former Grants, shall be contmued on the same 
footing in whicli tl\o said Prhioes of Cheriea shall not in the least 
intermeddle or obstruct. 

3. SIrould any enemy whatsoever come against the said 
Princes of Cheriea that the Honourable Company is to assist thorn 
against such enemy to the utmost of their power as formerly practised 
and observed, 

4. Should any enemy, on tho other hand, come against the 
Honourable Company, the Princes of Cheriea are to assist them 
against suol; enemy, in the like manner. 
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6. Th.at neither Pedro Pvodrigucs nor any of the family shall be 
employed as Linguist in any transactions between the said Princes 
of Cherica and the Honoui’ablo Company.

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Article.s entered into between the English of Tellicheeuy and the 
Fbenoh of JIahb for the common benefit of the CompanieB of 
England and Ebakoe and for the tranquility of the said Settle¬ 
ments. 

Aeimole 1.—Whereas the Forts and fortifioations newly raised in 
the country of Irruvanaddu by the English and French Companies 
serve only to bring an expense on both, give disgust to the Malabais, 
and afford them an occasion of sowing divisions between the Settie- 
ments of TellioheiTy and Mahe, to prevent the same.we do agree to 
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demolish raze and evacuate the Forts, which we iiavo in the 
Province of Irrevanaddu, viz., the French shall raze Periugatur, 
Cannamalla, Chirabora, Poitera and Quit Bilay and Maylat, after 
having withdrawn from those several places the guns and garrison. 
The English shall raze Olamalla, Putinah, Irremalla, Ponella Malla, 
Muicarra Cunnu and Muioarra Gundy after having withdrawn in like 
manner the guns and garrison. 

2—Neither of our two nations shall in future fortify or build 
Banksalls in the places vacated nor in any other planes within the 
province of Irrevanadu, such places except as command our two 
Settlements of Telliclierry and Mahe, where it may be necessary to 
fortify for the preservation thereof, the said places being witliin 
gunshot of our said Settlements, nor shall either of us suffer the 
natives or any otliers whomsoever to fortify in any of the said places, 
and if they do establish themselves therom or attempt to do it we will 
jointly oppose them with our whole forces, nor shall any reason or 
interest whatsoever be able to release us from the same. 

3,—We shall begin to demolish the aforesaid fortifications

3. —Wo will preserve an union and tranquillity between the 
Malabars, who ai'o in the pay of both Companies as are Naranport 
Nayr, Muioarra Candol Nayr and Muicarra Caiulel Nair of Telli- 
cheiTy and Curringhodu Nair and Unniohattoo Nair of Maho. 
We will cause them to live peaceably in their respective districts 
that they do not disquiet each other, and when any differences 
arise between them wo will conjointly pacify them according to 
right and reason always having regard to their usages and customs.

not only to give protection to them before all others whatever, hut 
all manner of a,s.sistanoo and favour to transport such goods or 
merchandize to the extent of my district, the said Chief promising 
in behalf of bis employers that tho duties on whatever trade so 
oarrii'd on in the Province aforesaid shall be punctually made good 
agreeable to tho enstom already established in that part of the

Seeing from tho ill conduct of tho two Princes of Cffierrioka my 
country may possibly be ruined by their assisting and joining 
Boyanore to make a conquest of the Nambiars, who aro my subjects 
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and pay a yearly tribute, whioli should also the Province of Carta- 
nadu now in possession of Boyanore, but belonging to the Kings of 
Colastria. I therefore hereby constitute and appoint you, Eegent 
and Governor of my Dominions, vrhioh power is to be of force no 
longer than youi management is agreeable to the Chief of Tollicherry 
being well convinced of the troubles and pains already taken by 
the English Company and their Chiefs to make this a flourishing 
country. Should you boroaftor act othem'ise than may be consis¬ 
tent with their interest and advice, the power I hereby invest you 
with is to become null and void.

That so long as he acts as a faithful ally to the Honourable 
Company they allow tbo King of Cotiote forty rupees or two hundred 
fanams per day to be paid every fifteen days, otherwise the obhga- 
tion to be void. 

2. '—That should the Honourable Company be in want, the King 
of Cotiote upon being advised, to send one thousand men with 
arms, the said Honourable Company obliging themselves to allow 
the .said troops (while in their service) the same pay as their own 
immediate Nairs, that is to say three measuies of rice and two 
Tairs for each person per day or in default of rice half a fanam. 

3. '—Should the King of Cotioto be attacked by an enemy what¬ 
soever, the Honourable Company oblige themselves on the arrival 
of the shipping from Bombay to supply him with ball and powder 
to be paid for at the same rate as issued to the Princes of Cherika. 

4. —-During the time these differences subsist between the 
Prince of Cherika and the Honourable Company, the King of Cotiote 
obliges himself not to permit a passage through his country to any 
troops, who are now in arms against the Honourable Company to 
go either from the southward to the northward or vice versa, only 
to the Prince to return to the northward, and to Boyanore's sister 
to pass to Cartanadu, after which a passage be denied to all as 
abovementioned. 

5. —^That the King of Cotiote to permit of fowls and other 
necessaries as also all trade whatever to be exported from his country 
to this place and of all goods being brought into his country from 
this place. 

6. —That all persons who may desert from hence with their arms

Tanoor or Ponnani. All shall pay a.s above referred to and all those 
rights and privileges shall ho the same as the French Company 
enjoy them. 

In ca.se any European nation or any other bo insolent towards 
the King, the Company is obliged to give aid. whether by land or 
sea, with all the artillery and munitions of war, also if necessary, 
men to fire cannon ; and for all halls, powder and muskets, which 
may be given, their cost will be repaid ; and if necessary any money 
is wanted the Company must make the advances which will be 
repaid with interest.

north, and from Tanoor and Ponnaiii according to the agroement 
made with the French nation. 


It has boon convoyed t o me by the said Jacob Christovo Suytman 
tliat bis nation will assist mo, ou occasions of any enemies making 
war against mo by sea or land, as nmoh as I require with men, arms, 
artillery, cannon-balls, poivdor and muskets ; tlioir iiriee I oblige 
myself to ]»y wdth interest. Having agreed betrs'oen us all that has 
been referred to, furlhor I bind myself to punish any Christian or 
any other ]iorson who insults 01 intends to obstruct the oommorco 
of persons belonging to the King of Denmark.

Translate of an 011a of King Samoorin regarding the Contraot 
made to build a Factory of tbo Royal Company at Calicut. 

In the year 927,' March 29tli, Friday, I received a letter from 
the Governor of Ti'anquobar, Mr. Anson Bonsaoo, to negotiate at 
Calicut with Mr. Jacob Christovo .Suytman who oaiuo to me on 
Wednesday, the 17t!i April, -wiion I gave my wTiting to erect in 
Calicut in the distriot of Vallapy Cadubattu within the limits fi'om 
south to north 72 Malabar carpenter’s kolos in brearlth and from east 
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to west 332 koles, a Factory and godowns and carry on merchan¬ 
dize and all goods imported into and exported from this port of 
Calicut will pay customs, and other goods from the north, and from 
Punnani and Tannoor ; all those shall pay me the rights according 
to t'he terms gr.anted in writing to the French, and I am ohligcsd to 
receive as well. I say, once for all, that when any onomies come 
against tlio States of tlio Samorin by sea or land and bo they of 
wiiatever strange nation, the Company is bound to favour me with 
all aid, as well of people as of defensive weapons. In case there is 
a nece3.sily for artillery, men, oannnn-ball.s, powder and muskets, 
the Coin])any is bound to give tliem tliat may bo required, and 
I bind myself to pay tlie price of thoso articles together with interest. 
In case there is a necessity for money the Company is bound to 
lend it to mo wliieh I am bound also to repay with interest. In all 
times wlieii tliovc are people of the Royal Company in this Port 
carrying on ti’ade, in case any inhabitants of this country whether 
Cluistiaii 0)' Malabareedo any evil I must bo informed of it when 
I sliall render satisfaction and justice. 



AiiiibLE 1.—If the Boyanore .should want to subject the Cotiote 
dominions, and upon this account should make war upon the 
Coylota Nambiars,' the Honourable Company shall not permit any 
body of men, belong to whom they will, to pass through their 
di3trict.s to the assistance of the Boyanore, nor permit any people 
belonging to the Boyanore to pass their districts to go to the north¬ 
ward. provided they go with a design to commit ho.stilities in any 
places belonging to the Nambiars’ allies ; on which account the 
Honourable Company shall not demand anything of the King, and 
neither shall tlio Company or King have any dominion over any 
part of the Nambiars’ country ; but rather shall endoavom' to pre- 
jS present state without letting it subject 
whatever. 

2.—H the Honourable Company shall have any enemy who 
wants to give them disturbance in any of their places or district, 
let It bo wherever it will, the King of Cotiote and Coylutu Nambiars 
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shall not only deny them a pass through thoir countries and terri¬ 
tories, but likewise hinder them with their forces without the Honour¬ 
able Company’s incurring any expense on this account. 

3. —After the King has paid the Company what ho owes thorn, 
provided the King should be in want of a loan the Company shall 
lot him have it ; and if tiro Boyanoro or Princo of Cherrica should 
invade the territories of Cotioto, the Company shall lot him have 
a loan of money and ammunition to the amount of twenty thousand 
rupees and as much of this sum as ho .shall pay, so much they shall 
let him have again if ho should want it during the war; and as 
soon ns the ivar is ended the King must sot about discharging his 
debt which if paid within the space of two years, no interest is to be 
demanded upon it, but if not, whatever ho shall owe at the expiration 
of that tijue, must be repaid witli interest. 

4. —If the Honourable Company shall have war with any Eui'o- 
poan nation or any of the country Powers, the Cotioto shall assist 
the Company with his armed Nairs to the amount of 3,000 musquo- 
teers, as the Chisf of Tollioherry may require, wlion the Company 
must pay in the same mannor they do thoir own Nairs dining the 
time they employ tliem, and to as many of them as die they shall 
give tho same allowances as they do to their own Nairs, and more 
than this the King shall not demand, and shall continue firm to the 
Honourable Company against their enemies.

If the French or any other power whatever come,s against the 
Honourable Company and they should be in want.of his majesty’.s 
assistance on the Chief’s applying for two, four, or six thousand 
armed Xairs lie sliaU send them accordingly and to such people shall 
be given a Hungay of rice and two fanams and to the heads of them 
five measures of rice and half fanam per day each man. 

2. The Xair.s sent by his majesty to the assistance of the Company 
shall bo under the orders of the officer appointed by the Chief from 
time to time to command the forces of the Company. On his 
majesty’s sending assistance in consideration of the expense,s he may 
be at in enlisting, he sliall he presented with 2,000 rupees, but if a 
cessation of arms should ensue, and the said forces are again returned 
and afterwards again wanted for the same occasion, nothing more 
sliall be given Iiim, but if a peace .should bo concluded, and a war 
aftenv.irds break out between the same enemy or any other, his 
majesty sliall he presented with 2,000 rupee,s more to enable him to 
enlist forces. 

3. To the people of his maje3ty’.s, who die in war, shall ho given, to 
tlie officers from 340 fanams to 1,200 and to the Nairs, 120 to 540 
fanams, conformable to what his majesty himself pay.s to his Nairs, in 
the same manner on ids advishig ns the Honourable Company 
promises (o pay. As to those people rvho are wounded in battle

Direction ivritten by Pandel Hiooinen, Mootseddy of Cochin and 
addressed to Puducherry, Mootseddy of Travanoore, dated 12th day 
of Danu of the Malabar year 9,37, 22nd December 1761, viz. : 

In the Treaty of agreement made at Trevandinm on the 12th day 
of Magrom of the year 932 (the 22nd January 1767) the caiiitnlations 
already drawn at Mavciiciara the 3rd of Chingom 936 (16th August 
1760) for the future formation of an alliance are included. The 
terms mentioned therein were, that the former discords being settled 
it is agreed to continue unanimously friends, that we shall support 
and assist each other both m good and bad fortune, that the mutual 
friendship of the parties may be preserved in the same manner 
already agreed on, that none of the people, who deserted from the 
Travanoore country, shall be allowed to remahi in my dominions, 
nor be supported in any manner, that the agent of the Travanoore 
Raja shall be allowed to purchase on the Raja’s account from the 
country merchants for ready money all the pepper produced within 
the limits of my dominions, except 600 candies aimuaUy wanted 
for my own trade for coUectmg which it is stipulated that a certain 
place shall be ascertained; it will be taken from thence by my 
merchant accounting first to your merchant kept for the samo 
purpose. 

Since the time of conclusion of this agreement it was .agreed that 
the money expended on account of the troubles raised by the Chem- 
bagaoherry ' and Vadacomcoor Cluefs shall be recovered from them, 
that until the said payment duly made the Raja of Travanoore is 
empowered to collect the revenues of both their districts, that I 
will never in future afford them any assistance, that the Chembaga- 
cherry remain at Trishchmeeroo according to the Raja’s permission, 
that while ho remains there I will by no means write to nor accept 
any letter from liim nor supply him with money for his expenses 
nor have any interview with him, that besides this I will not keep 
in my country any one that hath ill behaved towards the Raja 
and that all the superintendence of both parties in the Pagodas 
of both countries may be kept in practice the same as before. 

All the aforesaid articles of agreement having been made in 
writing, the Samoorin entered with his army into my country and 
expelling my people took possession of my country on which account 
in attention to my request the Raja ought to assist me with money 
and his army in expeUing my enemy ftom my property until the 
possession of it shall be restored to mo, the north boundary of which 
on the west side being limited to the southward of Poocoida and 
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on the east side to the southward of Chittur as also the viUaghs- 
Bella Ponatara formerly belonging to mo. In recompense tliei gfor e 
of the above required as.sistanoe I give it up in writing the diSriW**' 
of Carapooram (exoojit the villages named Audicadu, Chettany and 
Cumballon) situated to the southward of Parapolly imd to the north¬ 
ward of Alipeo as also all the districts annexed to it Paroor and 
Alangadoo (I do wish the Raja may profit by thorn accordingly) 
with all the rights and properties belonging to them. 

Until the Raja’s troops are recalled from my dominions, where 
they remain now for its defence, the half amount of the revenue that 
my people should collect from my countries T shall duly pay for the 
expenses of the said troops. 

In case of the Raja’.s troops entering into the Vellapadoara 
country ho may take the revenue of tliat country appointing Jii.s 
own men in like manner that the Samoorin formerly collected it. 

It is required that the Raja will support me with every assistance 
ol troops and money until the enemies are repulsed and the countries 
restored to me. 

Excepting the districts situated to the northward of Murinha- 
poya and to the southward of Varapole containing the districts 
within the Carinadu already possessed by the Raja until the year 
933 (1757) all the rest I will myself take charge of 

The Raja will assist me agreeably to my design in abolishing the 
dignities of every rank in my country as also in the concerns apper¬ 
taining to them.

Wdicreas several assaults have been frequently made on the lives 
of Europeans and others under the protection of the Honourable 
United Engli.sh East India Company at this place, by a race of ban¬ 
ditti amongst the caste of Moors, one of whom 3>-e8terday afternoon 
attacked the guard at Codoley with a drawn sword, wounded the 
Corporal and two Topasses, in such a manner that thou- lives are 
despaired of, without the least provocation given for such unwarrant¬ 
able and treacherous conduct. The worshipful, the Chief and Factors, 
therefore now order that in future no Moor appear armed with a 
sword, musket, lance, knife, or any other weapon whatever between 
Ti'entiipiitaiu river and Moyer fort, except such as are in their employ 
or attend the Prinot of Ohorrica, or othoi'.s of the inhabitants, who are 
furnished with a. ticket under tlio Honourable Company’s seal and 
signed by the Chief, who will deliver the same from his office to 
be produced to the officers at tire outposts, and such other guards of 
Niiir.s, Tivoj's, etc., as may bo appointed to patrol foi’ the safety and 
protection of the inirabitants against such assa.ssiirs and blood thirsty 
wi-etchos. 

And in order that no intorj-nption maj’’ bo given to the lawful 
trade of those, who may belong to other districts, and may for their- 
own safety be desirous of travelling armed to or through this place 
to any adjacent cuimlry, such person oi- persons must leave them 
arni.s, at any of the guards wlroro they may be domandocl, who will 
have them delivered again upon returning out of tiro districts or by 
applying to Corabom Allupy, Muocatum Paquy, Chei'iandy Cun- 
hamod, Baunibotty Abdulla, Girina Oallandna or Natteratto Cunliy 
Mayna, the principal merchants, will bo carried by thorn to the 
Commanding officer, and obtain a passport, if they can answer for 
such people’s good bohavioiu- (who must be accountable for the same) 
signed by him with which one of thorn or their relations must 
proceed and produce to the guards in maimer aforesaid, when they 
will bo permitted to pass unmolested with their arms tlri-ough the 
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same. And any oi' the prementioiiod morohanta, who will bo fur¬ 
nished with the Honourable^ Comiiany’.s groat seal, .signed by the 
Chief, may at any timo with their attendant’s pass armed upon 
the same boing produced, or any single person that are inhabitants 
of this place with their small seal, but no por.son ni company with 
them. 

In ordor thorofoi'o that no one plead ignorauco of this publication, 
it is issuod by beat of drum explained in the different languages and 
affixed at tho necessary places in Tellichorry and it.s districts, this 
9th day of July 1795.

Article Ist,'—That all ho-stilitios shall immediately cease on the 
oonolusion of this treaty .which is to be permanent or as long as the 
Company may exist. That peace and fi’i6nd,slup shall take place 
between the contracting parlie.u (particularly including therein the 
Raja of Tanjore, the Malavara Ram Raja and Mana Row who are 
friends and allies to the Carnatio Payen Ghaul) also all others the 
friends and allies of the oontraoting parties provided they don’t 
beoomo the aggro.ssors against either of them, but if they are aggre.s- 
sors they are not to be assisted by either party. 

3rd.—The Presidency of Bombay and tho Factories and places 
which were before or are now under their Government are included 
in this treaty of freindship, and tho Nabob Hyder Ali IClian Baha¬ 
dur engages out of h's freindship and regard to the Company to 
grant to them the Factories, privileges, exemptions in trade in tho

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same manner as they before hold them, moreover to release all the 
Sardars, European sepoys, etc., who may have boon taken on that 
side, and this immediately on the anival of proper persons from the 
Governor and Council of Bombay for that purpose ; and also to 
settle the particulars of the privilogo.s of the trade, and other matters 
relativoto the sandal-wood, pepper, etc., articles of trade, and as 
there is now established between the contracting parties (the 
Company and the Nabob Hydor All Khan) a perpetual peace, 
there is no doubt but tho Presidency of Bombay will oxoliango with 
the .said Nabob a treaty of the same purport as this rospeoting the 
said peace, etc., and all tho factories on that side.

2. For thn bonofit of our Companies and tho safety and tiaii- 
qudbty of our rospeotive establishments, it has boen and is agreed 
and fiotttod between us the abovenamed and undersigned -

nation, and other Whites or Blacks, engaged in the same service of 
whatnationsor religions soovor tlioy bo, who shall desert from the

The 
proper subjects of the one or the other nation, who shall desert to 
thoir omi proper oolours .shall be exoopted, unless they have or shall 
bind themselvos by contract or olherwi.se to servo a stipulated 
time, in which case, that i.s, until the period of that stipulated they 
are to bo considered in common with ot.hor deserters and to be 
restored on tho same conditions; but aftor the expiration of this 
period, in case of thoir desertion tho assurance signed by the 
Chief of the place they desort to, tliattbey are the subjects of his 
King, shall bo sufficient voucher for tho piotootion of his flag 
being granted them, unless they or any of them come under the 
censure of the .sixth article provided against criminals, in which case 
it is but just that they or any of them so offond.ng be brought to 
justice for their crimes. 

3. It shall, however, ho permitted to the Chiefs or CommandantB 
of oach nation to send and cause to pass the said d6.sorters so res¬ 
tored to our other respective Factories or to Europe, but with their 
full and free pardon already stipulated for tho said deserter. 

4. The Chief or Commandants of the English and French Estab¬ 
lishments on this part of the Coast of Malabar, shall be obliged to 
give mutual advice to each other of the deserters, who shall take 
refuge in thoir Factories, Establishments or possessions in order 
that the Commandant or Chief of the other nation may send proper 
people to find tho said do3ert0i'.s and oonduot l.hom back; those 
deserters, unless liable to any of tho exceptions befoie and hereafter 
stipulated, shall be returned to them without any d.ffioulty. 

6. All deserters, whether Frouoh or English, who shall present 
themselves at Telliohorry or Myl)ie or the other Factories depend¬ 
ant, let them come from what place they will, either from wftbin 
land or from any other place, and shall be suppo.sod to have de.sorted 
from the establishments of their nation, shall be reciprocally res¬ 
tored with their pardon. 

6. All persons whatsoever guilty of orime-s of saorilogo, of high 
treason, or treason of any other kind. Wilful mm'derers, assassins, 
poisoners, incendiaries, patricides, coiners, thieves and others, who 
shall be guilty of atrocious ciimc.s, shall be reciprocally restored 
without any oondition to the end that they may meet with the 
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justice duo to tlioiv demerits. All dosertors through mutiny or riot, 
whether with arm.s or baggage or without them, .shall on the atte.s- 
tation of the Chief of the settlement or dependency they do.sort 
from, of their having boon guilty of such crime or crimes, in the 
liko manner bo given up without pardon, and the Chief of the place, 
where they shall have taken refuge, shall on the receipt of the 
.said atte.station .secure (he said ds.sovter or deserters and cause thorn 
to bo returned witliout any condition. 

7. The slaves of the one and the other side who shall have 
fled and liavo endeavoured to save thomsolves by rotiring among 
the French or Engli.sh establishments, shall be reciprocally restored 
as soon as the Cliiof of the settleniont they fly to, shall bo informed 
that they are slaves. They shall bo returned to their masters nr 
mi.stresses on condition of a full and free pardon for their escape, 
unless they should be guilt}’' of any of the atrocious crimes specified 
in the sixth article, in wliicli ease they are to be returned as criminals 
without condition. Tiio theft, which they have been able to have 
carried off with them, shall also bo restored if I'ooovorable ; if not, 
the attestation of the Oliief of the settlement they fly to, to the 
contrary shall be deemed sufficient. 

8. If at the signing of tho Treaty, or at any time after, during 
the time that it remains in force, there should bo residing at either 
settlement any inhabitants, such as Tivei.s, Muoquas or any other 
itinerant Persons of wliatsoover denomination they may he, belong¬ 
ing to tho other settlement or its dependencies, they shall have 
free liberty to return ,at any time to tho former places of their 
abode unloss under actual ongagomont for any consideration they 
may have received to serve or work for a stipulated time, m which 
case they shall be roturnod, but in no wise to be considered as 
deserters or to bo liable to any punishment or molestation whatso¬ 
ever on account of their said I'eturn unless they came under tho 
censure of the sixth article, in which case they are to be returned 
as criminals to bo tried by tho stated laws of their own country 
in tho usual manner, but after tho expiration of tho time they 
agreed to .servo, they arc at full liberty to return to the place of their 
former abode, if they think proper. 

9. There has been dra-wn up four originals of tho present 
ti'oaty of one and the same tenor, whereof two are in English and 
two in French, two of which, that is, one of each sort shall rest 
and remain in tho power of the Company of England, in Hire manner 
one of each sort shall rest aiul remain in the powoi' of the Company 
of Franco. 

10. The present treaty shall be ratified as soon as possible 
by the Superior Councils of Bombay and Pondicherry, and tho 
respective Chiefs are hereby obliged to give each other immodiate 
notice of tho arrival of tho -said ratifications that tho whole may be 
reciprocally completed and executed as soon as possible.

As the rate of assos.sment hitherto levied in rice lands is not 
uniform and settled, wo order the following rule.s to bo observed 
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Example. 

Lot us suppose that laud sown with nno oaiidy of sood, yields 
20 kandioa of gross produoo, hero it is reasonable to make tlio 
Govorninont share half of it, hut whore the Govornmont share 
falls now sliort of half the produce it sliould bo raised to that 
standard and whore it exceeds it, the old rate to bo made pormaiiout. 

On the I'oooipt of this Piirvanah you will, accompanied by my 
mootsoddios, visit the taluk and go to every ryot’s house in each 
village and take an account of the number of trees of each descrip¬ 
tion and will appi}' the now assossment to tliom. The same rules 
bo observed with respect to rice lauds, that is the number of seed 
hand of each ryot and the now assessment. This done you will 
take a Mooohulika (or agroomont) from the ryots after which you 
will fix the total rovomio of tho talook and send to tho Huzzoor 
an account jiarticular of tho assessment payable by each ryot, 
an abstract of each village comparing them with tho old assessment 
and shoiving tho increase and decrease of tho different items of 
revenue. 

The revenues are to be collected in throe kists and you will 
I'omit the money to the Toshakana (treasury). 

In order to increase in futuro the ciiltuvo of peppor, yon will fix 
the number of vines that each ryot is to plant, and vinos thus 
newly planted are to bo oxoinptod from rovonno for 10 years. 

The above I'ulea are for your guidance, and if j'oii do not observe 
them, you will incur my displeasure.

Tho purchaso and sale is concluded tvitli this ooml'tion that the 
Kdig of Travancoro shall not prevent the passage past the fort, either 
to boats belonging to the Company, or to the King of Cochin and his 
suhjeots, but all the .same .should they be empty or laden ndth itoe, 
]iacldy or goods of any denomination whatever, as also rafts of wood 
and bamboos, etc., oto., in a word all goods whatever u ithout 
pxc:;|i'ion are to bo allowed free, without molestation tfv pass and 
re|)ass, and no new duties to be charged thereon.

Tho Leper.s’ House at Palliport with its adjoining buildings 
gardens and other grounds belonging thereto, is to remain in the 
Company’s full and free possession. 

The Roman Churches at Cranganore and Ayaoottah having for a 
long time been under tho Company are to remain so, and tho king 
is not to trouble himself with thorn or tho Priests ; tho Christians are 
to remain vassals of tho Company and must not be brn'iboned with 
any now taxes. 

The Priest’s house at Palliport, which the Governor built and 
made present to tho church, is to remain to the ohurohos and no ne'w 
tax laid thereon. 

The inhabitants retain their houses, gardens and i)lantations, 
which are now in thoir possession and as long as they ronuiin Chris¬ 
tians are like other Roman Catholic vassals of tho Company, and 
must not therefore on any pretext whatever have any new taxes 
laid,on them, but they are to be held answerable to pay unto the 
king whatever they formerly paid to the Company. 

The king promises to pay the .sum of fifty thousand ru]-)ees ready 
money, before the dohvering over the abovemontioned forts and 
ground and tho remainder being two hundred and fifty thoirsand 
rupees to be paid in the four next foIlo-wing years at equal period 
and to be carried to the credit side of the pepper aooount yearly, 
to the amount of .sixty-two thousand five hundred rupees, for the 
fulfilling of which the merchants David Rahaboy, Ephraim Cohen 
and Auta Setty bind them.selves as bondsmen or legal debtors.

The Town and Fortress of Cannanore having .surrendered irithout 
conditions, the inliabitants and their property are at the mercy 
of the Army. The Commander-in-Clnof' is dispo.sed, however, 
to treat them with all the lenity in his power and to quiet their 
apprehensions, make.s known to thorn that :— 

1st.—He grants protection to the Beeby, her family and the 
inhabitants and assures thorn that no insults whatever .shall be 
offered them.

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2nd.—He gi’ants them their personal property and household fur¬ 
niture, nor will ho iiermit any .search to be mado in their houses, 
unlos.s he has reason to believe that the following articles have 
been evaded. 

3rd.—^All Military stoves. Naval stores, vessels, grains and pro¬ 
visions in warehouses, timbers and merchandize of every kind either 
afloat in the Fort or in the Town are the property of the Captors and 
must without evasion bo surrendered to-morrow morning. The 
M.litaiy store.5 to Major Jones, Commanding the Artillery—the 
vessels. Naval stores and iimbers to Lieutenant Beaty, Boat Master, 
the grain and provisions to Mr. Weirsley, the Commi.ssary, and the 
Merchandize to the Commandant of the Town. 

4th .—As to the political situation of Cannanore and the power the 
Beeby is to possos.s, it must depend on a Superior Authority, but the 
General is (lisposed to recommend mild measures ; he invites the 
inhabitants to return quietly to their habitations and directs that the 
Beeby continue to exercise justice to the inhabitants agreeable to 
their ou.stoms in all case.s where the Commandant of the Fort and 
Town doo.s not interfere.

Carmelite Bishop and Friars of the Apostolic Mission, the President 
in Coimoil has accordingly resolved that the said restitution shall 
take place on the 1st of the ensuhig month, from which time he 
hereby enjoins all the CathoUo inhabitants of Bombay as well as 
at the several factories and settlements subordinate thereto, to 
pay due obedience in spiritual matters to the said Bishop on pain 
of incurring the severe displeasure of Government.

Aeticle I.—One-half of the dominions, which wore in possession 
of Tippoo Sultan at the commencement of the present war, shall be 
ceded to the allies ‘ adjacent to the respective boundaries, and 
agreeable to their selection. 

II. —Three crores and thirty lakhs of Sicca Rupees shall he 
paid to the allio.s, agreeably to the following particulars, etc. 

One crore and thirty-live lakhs .shall be paid immediately, 
in Pagodas or Gold Molmrs or Rupees, of full weight and standard, 
or in gold or sUver bullion. The remainder one crore and sixty- 
five lakhs at three in.stalmeuts, not exceeding foim months each, in 
the three coins above mentioned. 

III. AH subjects of the foui- several powers, who may have 
been prisoners from the time of the late Hyder Ah Khan to the 
present period, shall be fairly and unequivocally released. 

IV. —Until the due performance of the three articles above 
mentioned, two of the three eldest sons of Tippoo Suitan shall be 
given as hostages, on the arrival of whom a cessation of hostilities 
shah take place. 

V. —When an agreement containing the articles above written 
•shah arrive, bearing the seal and signature of Tippoo Sultan, 
counteragreements shall be sent from the three powers ; and 
after the cessation of hostihties .such a definitive Treaty of 
perpetual friendship, as shall be settled by the several parties, 
shah be adjusted and entered into.

Bombay, and of the Nawae Aziivi-ooL-0.ni!..iH Bahadooe, 
possessing full powens on the part of the Nawab Auslth Jah 
Bahadooe, and Hueey Rah Pdndit Tantea Bahadooe, 
posses.siug equal powor.s on the part of Rao Pundit Peudhan 
Bahadooe, settled the 17th day of March 1792, of the Chris¬ 
tian era, answering to the 23rd day of the month Eajeb 1206 
of the Hegira ; by Sir John Kennawav, Baronet, on the 
part of the Right Honourable Chaeles, Bael Cornwallis, 
Knight of the hlost Noble Order of the Garter, etc., and Mebe 
Atjlum Bahadooe, on the part of the Nawab Azim-ool- 
OoMEAH Bahadooe ; and Buckajee Pun hit, on the part of 
Hueey Ram Pundit Tantea Bahadooe, on one part: and by 
Gholaum Alt Khan Bahadooe, and Ali Rheza Khan, on 
behalf of Tippoo Sultan, according to the undermentioned 
articles, which by the blessings of God shall be binding on their 
heirs and successors ns long as the sun and moon endure, and 
the conditions of thorn be invariably observed by the contract¬ 
ing parties. 

Article 1 st. —The friendship subsistmg between the Honourable 
Company and the Ciroars of Tippoo Sultan, agreeably to former 
Treaties, the first with the late Nawab Hyder .Ali Khan, bearing 
date 8th August 1770, and the other with Tippoo Sultan, of the 
11th of March 1784, is hereby confij'med and increased, and the 
articles of the. two former Treaties are to remain in full force, 
excepting such of them as by the present engagement are otherwise 
adjusted: and the eighth article of the second above-mentioned 
Treaty, dated the llth March 1784, corresponding with the 18th 
of the month Rubbeo-ul-Saneo 1198 Hegira, confirming all the 
privileges and immunities of trade wliich the deceased Nawab 
Hyder Ah Khan granted to the said Company by tlie Treaty entered 
into in the year 1770, is also, by virtue of the present Treaty, 
renewed and confirmed. 

2nd. —In the fourth article of tlio preliminary Treaty entered 
into between the aUiod powers, and the .said Tippoo Sultan, dated 
the 22nd February 1792, corresponding with tlie 28th of tho month 
.Temmadeo-ul-Sanee 1206 Hegira, it is wi’ittcn, “ until tho due 
performance of the throo foregoing articie.s ” (the fir.st article 
stipulating the cession of half tho country ; tho second, tho imme¬ 
diate payment of half tho sum of money agreed to be paid and tlie 
remainder in specie only, at three instalments, not exceeding four 
months each instalment ; and tho tliird engaging for the release of 
prisoners) “ two of the eons of tho said Tippoo Sultan shall be 
detained as hostages,” which articles are confirmed by the present 
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instrument; accordingly the said Tippoo Sultan shall divide the 
sum agreed to bo paid at three instalments above mentioned into 
three equal parts, and shall pay to the said three powers their 
respective shares, at the exchange affixed for the amount, to he 
paid immediately, at such places on the boundaries of the allies as 
shall be determined on by them ; and after the performance of the 
remaining two articles above mentioned, that is to say, the cession 
of one-half of the country and the release of the prisoners, in case 
the amount of the three iirstalmonts bo paid by Tippoo Sultan to 
the three powers prior to the expiration of the period stipulated 
for it, the said sons of Tippoo Sultan shall be immediately dismissed 
and all pecuniai-y demands between the contracting parties shall 
cease and be at an end. 

:lRD.—By the first article of the preliminary Treaty it is agreed 
that onc-half of the dominions, which were in the possession of the 
said Tippoo Sultan at the commencement of the War, shall be 
ceded to the allies adjacent to their respective boundaries, and 
subject to their selection. Accordingly the general abstract of 
oountrias. composing half the dominions of Tippoo Sultan, to be 
ceded to the allies, agreeably to their respective shares, is hereunto 
subjoined, and the detail of them is inserted in a separate schedule 
bearing the seal and signature of Tippoo Sultan,

This is to certify that at a meeting between the Honourable 
Jlajor-Gencral Robert Abercromby, Governor of Bombay, and 
Rammitersoo, Raja of the country of Coomlah, it was agreed by 
the former on the part of the Honourable United English East India 
Company as follows - 

That the country of the said Raja being omitted to be ceded 
in the Treaty ' concluded between the English nation and Tippoo 
Sultan, at Scringapatam, it thereby became deprived of the protec¬ 
tion of the Honourable Company and remained under the power 
and authority of the said Tippoo Sultan, which rendered it impossible 
for him, the said Ramuntersoo, to remain in his country on account 
of the long adliorence and dependence of hi.s family and himself on 
the English nation ; it was therefore settled that he should come 
and reside at Tellioherry, whore he was to receive monthly from 
the Cliief and Factors, there the sura of two hundred rupees for the

7th.—^That, for what may remain with the.ryots, merchants to bo 
appomtod by the Company shall have the exclusive privilege of pur¬ 
chasing and to bo protected in this by the aid of Government having 
also some people of the Company with them to show they have the 
Company’s protection. 

8th.—The.so general principles being agreed on, any lessor 
points that may bo nocos.sary from time to time to adjust shall be 
settled by reforeiico with the Chief at Telliohorry. It is understood 
that the present arrangement is not meant to be perpetual; it is 
meant as a trial how far the authority of the Raja can subsist consis¬ 
tently with the good and security of the subjects and is not to conti¬ 
nue in force unless approved by the Honourable General Abereromby 
on his return to the Coast.

1st.—The whole of the country formerly subject to tho Gutohorry 
of Calicut being ceded to tho English Company by the Nabob of 
Tippu Sultan is become tho property of tho said Company and they 
alone are the rightful sovereigns of it, to whom obedience is due. 

2nd.—That the said William Gamul Farmer, Esq., and Major 
Alexander Dow, being deputed by tho Honourable Major-General 
Abercromby to receive possession of, and to settle tho country so 
ceded, by Tippu Sultan and particularly to fix a revenue for the 
Ijresent year, havo agreed with the .said Eaja Weera Warma, that the 
several districts comprised under the government of Koormenaad 
in the schedule dehvered into tho charge and possession of the said 
Raja, who is to act as manager on tho part of tho Company to 
collect the revenues due from the country, to administer justice 
and preserve tho peace and quiet of the country. 

Talooks included in the government of Koormenaad are as 
follows :—Cusbah Koormenaad, Paynaad, Kolekaat, Payurmulla, 
Ittykumpooram, Poraye, Warakepooram. In all seven talooks. 

3i'd._That it appears from accounts delivered by Shamnath 

Putterah, the Karikar of the Zamorin, that the revenues of those 
seven talooks was in this year rated at 5,31,899, three-quarters and 
six reas ; although the whole was not collected, the said Raja Rama 
Varma, agrees however to pay for tho said talooks into the bands 
of the resident of Calicut tho sum of 1,40,000 rupees for one year 
reckoning from tho 1st September 1792 which is tho beginning of 
tho revenue year and ending tho 31st August 1793 in three different

they liavo to defend the country and this revenue must pay their 
troops.

The countries of Colamgoora Coorvouri and Mangra annexed 
by Tippoo to the talook of Palgbat having anciently been coded 
to the Zamorino have been held and collected by him since tho 
expulsion of Tippoo ; those countries together with the soa and 
land customs altogether estimated at Rupees four lakh.s sixteen 
thousand three hundred and sixty-six, one quarter (Rs. 4,16,,366-1) 
as per an account hereafter entered, are to be delivered over to tho 
Zamorineforone year from the 1st day of the Malabar month, Camry, 
year 368, answering to about tho 1st iScptembcr 1792, English, with 
full ])ower.s to make tho collections, admini.ster justice and all other 
right ceded by Tip])oo Sultan to tho English Company for which 
tho said Zamorine agrees to pay to the Honomable Company by 
the hands of .such persons as they may appoint, the sum of Rupees 
four lakhs .sixteen thousand three hundred and sixty-six, one 
quarter (Rs. 4,16,366-1) in tho following manner :— 

The sum of Rupees one lakh and fifty thou.sand (Rs. 1,.60,000) 
on the 1st of the month of Danu, answering to the l.st of Dooomber 
1792, English. 

The .sura of Rupees one lakh thirty-six thousand three hundred 
and skxt}'-.six and one quarter (Rs. 1,36,366-1) on tho 1st of tho 
month of Minoin, answering to the l.st of March 1793. 

Tho sura of Rupees one lakh and thirty thousand (Rs. 1,30,000) 
on tho 1st of tho Malabar month, Vithinom, answering to about the 
1st of Juno 1793, English : all these payments aro to bo truly and 
punctually made at the stated periods. 

2nd.—Tho foregoing amount of Rs. four lakh.s sixteen thousand 
throe hundi'od and sixty-.six, ono quarter (Rs. 4,16,366—1) being 
founded on account of the value of tho countries leased out, delivered 
by the Minister of the Zamorine and o,stimated at one-half of the 
assessment levied by Arshod Beg Cawn‘ in the time of the Nawab 
Tippoo Sultan, it is agreed that on the part of the Company there 
shall bo Inspectors to ascertain the exact amount levied on the 
countries as above stated, and if it is found that more is levied, the 
differenoo is to be paid to the Honourable Company. Tlio value 
also of the sea customs is by computation, it i.s therefore also agreed 
that at this place there shall be persons to inspect on the part of the 
Honourable Company, and if the produce be more, the difioronoo is 
also to bo paid to tho Company. 
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3rd.—In tho foregoing aooouiit is meutioned tho revenues to be 
recoivod from the Rajas of Beypoor, Perporingaad, and Botutnad, 
which, at the request of the Zamorine, are to be recoivod through 
him as a mark of ro.spoot and superiority ; it is however understood 
that the collections of those countries are to be made by tho Rajas 
of them without any interference on the part of the Zamorine. The 
amount payable boiiig stated, hi.s officer will have an order to receive 
it when due from tho different Rajas. 

4th.—^The Zamorine has roprosontod that in ancient times tho 
sovereignty of all these petty Rajas, so far as related to the adminis¬ 
tration of justice was in hiin, and therefore begged that he might 
stiU be permitted to exercise this sovereignty; as tho Cominissiouurs 
do not porooivo any harm in this, they willingly agree to it, subject 
to the general regulations intended hereafter to bo made relative 
to the administration of justice. 

6th.—^That a more full and particular aocoimt shall be framed 
as soon as possible of the value of the several countries leased out 
to the Zamorine to be delivered to the Commissioners, who will 
have a right on their part to appoint any person they please for the 
inspection of the said accounts.

The Company received the Malabar country in 
preference to moro valuable oountrios in order to afford their 
protection to the Malabar Rajas and people ; tho return duo from 
the Malabar Rajas is justice, and good faith as to the revenues, 
and any deviation in this respect is a breach of the original agree¬ 
ment and vidll leave tho Company at liberty to continue their pro¬ 
tection or not, as they may think proper. 

13th.—Tho Zamoruie having appointed his relation the Koraki 
CoUot Raja to treat of and sottlo matters with the Commissioners it 
was further agreed that the .said Raja of lieraki Collot should be 
security to the Company for tho porformanoe of these agreements 
and that to enable him to be answerable tho Zamorine shall vest 
him. w.ith proper power and control in the genera) management of 
the country and receipt of the revenues.

By tlie aiioient customs of tho Malabar country, ire loam that 
the Nairs, Brahmins and other lancUiolder.s paid no tribute to tho 
Rajas for tiro land they Ireld, being only obliged to attend them in 
war, but on the feasts of Onam and Bislioo and otlier ocoa.sions, the 
Rajas took presents from their suljjects according to their circum- 
,stanco.5 ; these ancient ousi.oms T.ppoo- Sultan destroyed and in 
lieu of it, he taxed the lands framing from these a rcv-eime, nhich 
revenue he delivered over to the Company, and the Company lias 
delivered it to bo collected by you according to the in'ittoii agree¬ 
ments. We have, Itowever, of late heard that besides the revenue 
framed by Ti])poo in many places, tlie Rajas and their families have 
exacted, under the claim of ancient customs, presents from the 
.subject of the Company on their several feasts and family 
ooreinonies and that some have even claimed a proportion of the 
effects of dead people ; this we consider as a great oppression on 
the inhabitants ; they cannot afford to pay the revenuo as settled 
by Tippoo Sultan, and comply also vith the cu.stoms of ancient 
time.s. We therefore notice this to you and direct that in future 
you only collect the revenuo from the land as settled by Tippoo 
and according to your agreements with the Company strictly 
forbidding all Protikars Karriiikars and others from exacting 
presents from tho poo25le under any pretence whatever and any 
instances we hear of, after this notice given to you, we shall cause 
to be severely punished.

Whereas by engagements entered into for the present Malabar 
year between the Honourable Company and the several Rajas of the 
coded countries from Cavai to Chotw-ai, they have for a due full and 
valuable consideration engaged to deliver to the former all the 
popper produce of this season in their rosiiootive districts. 

This is therefore to w-arn all persons against ondoavouring to 
-infringe or act contrary to this arrangement by attempting to make 
any clandestine purchn.se of pepper within the lands afore.said, since 
all such pepper will bo confiscated wherever d'soovered, and for the 
more effectual dotootion of .such illicit ])racticos, it is hereby declared 
that any person or persons giving information to the Commi.ssioners 
of any quantity or quantities of pepper being sold to others or 
misappropriated by the Rajas in the manner aforesaid or otherwise

Articles of Agreement made and entered into by the Honoui-ablo 
Major-General Robert Aberckomby, President and Govoi-nor 
of Bombay, for and on behalf of the Honourable United 
English East India Company and their sunoossors, on the one 
part, and Guswa Pilla, Dnwan to Hi.s Highness the Rajah of 
Travancoro, for and on behalf of His .said Highness and hi.s 
successors, on the other part, this 28th day of January of the 
English year 1793, viz. 

That this agreement shall not affect or inl.orfere with any agree 
nionts subsisting between the said Honourable Company, and the 
said Baja shall deliver to the said Coiniiany between the 10th 
February 1794 and 10th April fnllowing throe thou.sand candies 
(660 lb.) of clean popper at the rate of one hundred and fifteen 
Bombay rujiaes for each ciindy, exclusive of two rupees customs 
for each, and shall further deliver a similar quantity (3,000 candies) 
armually at the same price and similar periods for nine successive 
years, that is, throe thousand every year, until the 10th April 
1804 (English computation). 

That of the pepper above stipulated to be delivered annually, 
two thousand five hundred candies shall bo delivered at Quilon, and 
the remaining five hundred candies at the .said Company’s warehouse 
at Anjengo, into the hands of such officers as the Company may 
appoint for the purpose of receiving it. 

That the said Raja .shall receive in part payment for the .said 
annual contract for popper the undermentioned article.! at the usual 
prices for which he has been debited in former contracts, two 
thousand stand of arms complete, one hundred candies of load, three 
hundred yards of scarlet broad cloth, suporfmo, one thousand fiyo 
hundred yards of soarlet broad cloth, fine, twonty-.seven thousand 
five hundred yards of red pnrpet, two thousand yards of the blue 
purpet, two hundred yards of yellow piirpcl, five liundrod yards of 
green purpet. That the balance due for the said annual provision 
of popper shall be discharged in Bombay, which balance together 
with the warlike stores stipulated to ho taken on part payment, 
shall be made good between the 10th February and 10th April 
of each rospootivo year, that th's agreement shall bo in force in 
like manner as the Raja engages to deliver the pepper with those 
periods.

A PROCLAMATION FOR A GENERAL AMNESTY. 

The Province of tho Malabar liaving laboured for a series of years 
under a dominion ending in a state of ainirolty, civil broils and utter 
intest nc conlusion, insomuch that he swords of the one part of the 
subjects of the iime country luivt been drawn against the other and 
eveiy sptcios of mutual injury committed on each other without 
distincti n of age, sex or condition, the Commis ioiiors, ajip s nted 
for settling the ceded countries under tho Bombay Govermnent, 
considering this pernicious state of things, and wishing earnestly 
to fix such a Government in time to come as shall make all tho 
inliabitants unite and live together on terms of concord as booomes 
subject of the same dominion, and to forgot tho evil days that have 
passed over them, and to let the invidious distinction that then 
took place among them pass aivay into oblivion, have therefore 
determined that it would be neither politic nor just for the present 
Government to make a .strict scrutiny into tlie manifold enonnitios 
oommitted during tho last twenty years in tlus country, in winch 
view as a begiiming towards tliat conciliation winch the}'' wdsh 
to promote amongst all ranks of men. It is merely deolared that 
10 acts of homicide, maiming, robbery, or tlioft oommitted before 
’■is first of the present month of February shall bo cognizable 
any Court of Justice, and as Govorninont have in the present 
anco evinced its merciful disposition towards those unfortunate

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persons, who during tho misery of tlio late times, have rondorod 
thomsolves obnoxious to public puiiishiueut, so it is hoped and 
desired that this oxamplo may induce an equal forbearance and 
oblivion, and a total deretetion of all resentment in the minds of 
those, who may have suffered from such acts as the Govornment 
have thus ultimately and finally pardoned up to the date above- 
mentioned, it being at the same tiiuo their most dotoisnincd resolu¬ 
tion to inflict the most exemplary punishments on all such persons 
as shall offend against tho public peace or inivate security of tho 
life and property of any person whomsoever from tho date afore¬ 
mentioned, wherefore lot this proclamation bo a warning to all 
men in time to come to observe a just and circumspect conduct 
towards each other and to deport tiieinselves in all res])ects as become 
good and peaceful subjects ; since those, who shall act in contrarily 
to this admonition, will not fail to experience that tho Company’s 
Government is as powerful to punish and restrain tho most hardened 
and all the othor offenders as it is inclined to show mercy in the 
manner above evinced to those with I'cgaid to tho source of whose 
errors it is difficult to pronounce whether and how far they may 
have proceeded from their own malignant dispositions or the 
influence of tho evil days in which they were committed.

doiits under tiro degi'i'cs of siibordiimtion aforirsaitl. 

As Mr. Farmer ha.s from the first acted us senior member of the 
Commission, and has thence acquii'cd a knowdodgo of the country and 
habits of acquaintance and communication with all the Rajas and 
principal and other persons within the Province, I have appointed 
him to tlie office of Siipravisor and the first Chief Magistrate to 
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reside At Calicut aforesaid, in which capacity he wiU issue hi.s injunc¬ 
tions to the .Superintendents and correspond also witli tlie reinaining 
lueiubers of tlic Coiuinission of wliich, tliat lie may attend to the 
important duties now consigned to liim, lie, will no lunger continue a 
iiieiiiljcr, and after its dissolution the primary and general authority, 
as aboi e described, will vest in him, as well in regard to all matters 
of a civil nature as with respect to the disposal of the Military force 
stationed in the Province, but while tlie Commission lasts lie will 
act in all things with tlieii' advice and coucurrence.

Copy of a certilicatc given by Major-General Sir Robert Aber- 
cKO-MBv, K.B., to the Koorg Raja. 

Hallaroo Weera, Raja of Koorga, being desirous that tlie .situa¬ 
tion in wliicli lie stands witli regard to the Honourable English 
East India Company may be clearly understood by all their servant.?, 
I hereby declare and certify :— 

1st.—That the said Raja at the commencement of the late war 
with 'J'ippoo Siiltan (the Raja being then in 2)o.sscs.sion of the greatest 
part of ihe Koorg country, tlie remainder of wliicli lie afterwards 
recovered tlic eoiiiitry williout the aid of llic Coiiipaiiy) oflered ins 
assistance to the Hoiiuurabic Company wliicli was accepted, and an 
Agreement was accordingly entered into between liim, on liis own 
part, and Koiiert Taylor, Esq., Chief of Tellicliei ry, on tlio jiart 
of tlic Company, as will appear by the records of that Settlement, 
L’lid. -That the Raja entered most heartily into the war and 
suiiiiiiea tlie Bombay Army under my command with a quantity of 
grain and cattle, without which tlie Troop.s would have been greatlj' 
distressed,.and for which the Raja has hiihcrlo declined taking any 
pecuniary compensation. 

3rd.—That from the commencement of the war till its 
conclusion, the Raja continued most firmly attached to the interests 
of the Company, uotwithstamling the repeated attempt.? of Tippoo 
to seduce him. 

-1th.—That in Jlarcli last in settling tlie aiTicles of tlio 'Treaty 
of iieacc, at Seringapatam, Lord Cornwallis in considei-ation of the 
nolilo and disinterested conduct of the Raja, determined to render 
him entirely independent of'fippoo, and to extend to him and ids 
country tlie protection of tlio Company, tlie numberless objections 
that were made to this were overruled, and tlie tribute amounting 
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to eight tliousancl (8,000) Hoons said to have been annually paid to 
Tipnoo from llie Koorga count ry, was transferred to the Company. 

.5th.—Tlial the Kaja readily agrees to pay to the C.'oiiipany 8,000 
Hoons annually for their fViciid.ship, and protection though lie 
declares that Tippoo never received that sum from hi.s country. 

6th.—That no interference was ever intended on the part of the 
Oonipany, in the interior management of the fiaja’.s country trusting 
that a Vrince possessing the most liberal .sentiments uill make the 
hapiiinoss of his people a constant study.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Beebee of 
Caxnaxoke. 

I, Bulia (sic) tlie owner or Lady of Cannanore and of the Lacca¬ 
dive Islands do give in writmg as follows :— 

Whereas the .sum of Rs. 28,080-12-3 is in arrear on account of 
the revenue due by me for the Malabar years 966 and 907, I do 
therefore covenant and give in writing that 1 will, witliout plea or 
excuse, pay the same in the following instalments :— 

On the 4th of Rumzan, 1207 of the Hegira, agi-eeing with tlie 
15th April 1790, Rs. 8,000 and the remaining Rs. 20,680-12-3 in 
Wo lasts or instalments ; the one on the 24th of Rumzan or 4th of 
May, and the other on the 14th of Shawul, which agrees ivitli the 
24th May, and herein I shall use neither delay nor evasion : ivhcre- 
foro I have entered into this agreement. 

Dated 29th of Shabaum 1207 Hegira, agreeing with the llth 
of April 1793. 
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XXXV. 

I, Beehec Bulea, the Prince.ss of Cannanore and of the Lacoadive.s 
I.slaml.^. clc., do acknowledge and given in w'riting that I will pay to 
the Govinnment of the Eiiglisli East India Compaiw tlie inoictj’’ of 
whatever is the produce of in.y corrntry according to tire funds thereof, 
and out of the Ihs. 20,000 annual profit which I reap from nay trade 
with the Laccadives, I am also to pay the lialf to Goi'ernment, 
besides of which I do stipulate to pay in like manner the half of 
whatever further income or profit fi-om the said lands or trade shall 
be hereafter ascertained to accrue to me by the enquiries of the 
officers of Govr.'rnmcnt. 

And as it has been .signified to rue that after the rains a gentleman 
is to proceed to the Laccadives to sequester them for the advantage 
of the Honourable Company’s Government and to appropriate to the 
use of the said Government all the produce thereof, I do therefore 
engagt; to submit irlso to this, if it shall be ordered by the Governor- 
General in Connell neither shall I in any shape object thereto or 
otherwsio if it be so ordered, I shall be ready to account for the true 
iiicoine and produce and pay the .same to Government, wherefore 
I have written these few lines as a Moehullia for the revenue of 
Government.

of their labour to the best advantage.

Translation of a letter from the Raja or CooniN to Mr. Pownky, 
Resident, received 5th May 1793. 

I have received your letter and understand the contents of it, in 
whicli j'Ou have desired me to state in writing what passed bctw'een 
us upon the subject of pepper, and my answer that it might he finally 
agreed upon. When you spoke to me on the subject of dehvering the 
pepper produced in my country some time ago, and when General 
Abercromby, Mi-. Page and Mr. Boddam also spoke to me on tlio same 
subject when they were at Cocliin, I said I was wdlhng (sic) to the 
Honourable Company all the pepper that was produced in my coun¬ 
try for which I pay tribute by Treaty, likewise all the pepper 
produced in the Island of Clietwa, after reserving for my own use a 
.small quantity. You mention in your letter that the Commissioners 
had acquired an account which stated my country produced a large 
quantity of pepper. I can assure you that upon examination my 
account will be discovered to be a true one, I am afraid that the 
account, which has been given to them, has been made out by my 
enemies, and in order to convince and satisfy the Commissioners, I 
agree to their sending, tliis year throughout tho country for w-hioh 
I pay tribute to the Company, their oonfidontial agents that they 
m ly make an estimate or calculation of all the pepper vines, and tho 
next year -when the pepper is gathered their agents shall attend 
during the time, -which is generally ten days, by which they will 
have it in their power to ascertain the quantity produced in my 
country and also whether the account I have given or that rendered 
by iny enemies is right. I hereby agree to weigh and deliver to tlio 
Honourable Company on the sea beach of Chetwa-Manapooram all 
the pepper that is found to be produced in my country for which I 
pay tribute by treaty also all the pepper produced on the Island 
of Chetwa reser-ving only for myself 20 candies. The pepper shall be 
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delivered at the rate of 11.5 rupee.s for one candy consisting of 600 
Dutch pounds or 540 English pounds, wliich is the price General 
Aberororaby proposed to give me for it.

out the Lines' has requested most earnestly that the above letter

Translation of an Agreement with the Nambyars of Irvenadu. 

\Vc, Kokurut Narabyar, Kamburt Xambyar, Konnil Nambyar, 
Cbundcrwut Nambyar, Naringol Nambyar, and Palohi Nambyar 
(being the Eeprosentatives of tbc six Nambyar families of Irvc- 
naddu) give in writing as follows 

Whereas we have hitherto durmg the period since the Company’s 
late acquisition of Malabar remained out of possession by reason of the 
apprehension entertained of the bad effects that might be produced 
from our mutual animosities and lest also b}' our undefined and 
tningled rule of administration, detriment might ensue to the 
country and to the other separate land-holders within the district : 

It hath therefore been settled before the Commissioners that we 
shall proceed to Mr. Galley' at Tollicherry (that gentleman being 
vested with the full authority to administer all the affairs of this divi¬ 
sion of the country) and concluding before that gentleman a settle¬ 
ment on the footing, or m view to the general estimation of the 
present or existing one, we are all six of us respectively to enter into 
separate settlements and kistbundies (or instalmeiit.s) for the revenue 
that shall thereby become due from our respective shares and W'e 
are also in conformity thereto distinctly to make good to Government 
our respective payments. 

And wdth I'ospect to the other land-proprietors, who.se grounds 
arc situated within our respective shares of (.he d stricts, their por¬ 
tions of the rovenuc shall bo settled by Gor'cmmcnt, and l.bey shall 
only have to pay through us the amount thus fixed for each of them, 
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in the recoiiJt of which if we shall commit any opprc.ssion on or 
make any over exaction from them in .such manner that in the 
justice of the Company’.s Government, .such act shall be proved 
and B.stabliHhed against u.s, such land-proprietor shall thereby 
become iudependont of eilher of us and shall pay his own ret'enuo 
directly to Government. • 

And in the same manner as throughout the rvhole country, the 
articles of roor.shandrum (taking part of the esl.atcs of deceased 
persons) and fines and penalties, as well as the dues at the festivals 
of Onam and Vishoo, etc., have been forbidden, so do we also 
engage not to take from our ryots or from an}' otlier Nairs or Moplas 
or other land-holders any otlier of the said articles and on proof 
thereof we shall pay a fine of twice tlie amount to Government. 

As to the article of pepper, the Company will receir'e and take 
tlie half of the produce to which they are entitled from the vine 
and tlio vino, owners, and the other half these latter sl'.aH remain 
at liberty to sell to whomsoever they shall choose, or who shall 
give them tlie bc.st iiricc, whilst wo shall reserve to ourselves the 
sale of the half of what is the jiroduoe of our own vines, the other 
ryots and owners being in like manner at free liberty to di.spose of 
tlieir own pepper produce whenever they like. 

Lastly, wo are to remain in obedience to Government and if any 
among us shall prove disobedient to its orders or oppress or act un¬ 
justly towards others, such of us shall becoming guilty towards 
Government be punished and be expelled from the land that 
is his iiiherilaiice.

enable them to do thi.s, it was resolved to su.spcnd all claims to the 
balances due on account of the years ' 006 and 967 together ivith all 
claims, or arrear.s duo to the former Government of Tippoo Sultan, 
and whereas it is vo])orted that several of the Carrigur.s, Protekars, 
or Menous emiiloyed in the collections, have notwithstanding this 
exacted money from the ryot,s for balances of the years 966 and 067. 
This is therefore to gi\'e nolioe that all such demands ai-e unjust 
and umvarrantable, and any persons having been compelled to pay 
the same will, on complaint and jiroof before the Supravisor at 
Calicut, or before the iSujierintendents at Cherpulcherry and Telli- 
oherry have redro.ss either by causing the same to be rejjaid, or by 
allowing it in payment for the Negudi due for the year 968 ; and 
whereas it has also boon reported to us that several of the Nair or 
Hindu Kavrigars h.ave made a difference in rating the assessment 
between the II ndus and the Mussulmans rating the latter at more 
than the former ; this also is unjust and contrary to the intention 
of the Honourable Company whose maxim and determination is to 
look with an equal eye upon and to evince the same degree of regard 
to all its nmvlj' acquired subjects, who shall bo obedient and live 
submissively, quietly and peaceably under their Government so 
there can be no distinction in respect to the measure of the public

fst .—" That on the part of the Honourable Compaii}- tliere 
shall be Inspectors to ascertain the exact amount levied as well 
from tlic Laud Revenue as to tlie Oiistoms to the end that if mure 
bo realized than the sum tborein stqndated the surplus bo paid to 
the Company.” 

2nd.- '‘Tliat a more full and (larticular account shall be 
framed as soon as jjossible of the value of tbo country for -u-bich 
end the said Commissioners .shall also liave a right to appoint 
Inspectors.”

In 1792 or 967 W. G-. Farmer. Esq., and Major Alex. Dow', Com¬ 
missioners from Bombay, seliUed an akararnama for tho collection of 
the Malabar year 968 as follow.s 

Whoever sliall be at tho head of the Company’s Circar into his 
Sader Cutohci ry wlierever I am staying, if I liavo any business, I am 
to come, should any complaint.s of oppression, etc. bo made in order 
for an enquiry into them, I am to acquaint the gentlemen' in Telli- 
oherry and in whatever manner they are dismissed from tlionco 
I am to abide by tho decision. For the purpose of ascertaining an 
exact jamabundy of tho revenue, it is agreed that two of tho Com¬ 
pany’s peopilo and two of .mine together, shall make a fair inspection 
of tho property of each jomnkaar and inhabitant, and it is expressly 
ordered that not tho least oj)pros,sion on tho inhabitants will bo 
allowed. 




2. For sottling tlio boiiiidarioa and conducing the affairs of the 
Province of Malabar, tlio Governor-General appointed Sir Robert 
Aborcroniby, Mr. Jonathan Duncan and Mr. Charles Boddani, who 
with Mr. W. G. Fanner, Mr. W. Page and Major Alex. Dow, have 
dotorminod to settle it agreeable to the letter written to all the Rajas 
by Sir Robert Aborcroniby on the 30th March 1793 and in Minoin 
9G«. Of this, all the Rajas have been duly acquainted, and in eon- 
soqiience the nece.ssary regulations for the collection of the revenue 
are wanting. 

3. The Commissioners agreeable to us (the Raja) in the month of 
January 1793 and Makaram 9G8 sent Sheristadars into the country to 
inspect it, and they made their accounts and delivered them, but 
owing to the short time they were allowed for this inspection these 
accounts are not finished, therefore to acquire a perfect knowledge 
of the country, and to afford happiness to the inhabitants, and con¬ 
vince them how much their future welfare is at heart with tho Com¬ 
pany, the revenue when it i.s collected shall be justly and fairly made. 
Tho accounts tho Sheristadars have given in not being finished, it is 
agreed in order to the well settlement of everything and to a perfect 
understanding on all sides as well as gaining a just idea of the country 
and preserving the peace of the Province of Malabar, that tho Com¬ 
pany’s people and mine together with the Canongoe.s shall henceforth 
inspect the country and collect the revenues. 

4. It is well known that the customs are a heavy burthen upon 
the merchants and inhabitants, therefore for tho benefit of trade, and 
for the good of tlie country and relieving the inhabitants from the 
date of thi.s akararnama, all tolls shall cease to bo levied, and hence¬ 
forth from Cavai to Cochin no customs whatever shall bo taken from 
any people carrying goods; but upon all imports and exports into 
and out of the Company’s Dominions an impost will bo taken but 
this impost is solely tho property of the Company.

From this day tbereforo every m.an i.s free to buy and soil pepper, 
sandalwood, carilainoms, and all sorts of goods whatover cxcejrt 
slat'cs and arms. Any man may sell for what price he jiloases, and 
if any ])er.son taking the name of the Company or of any Raja want 
to compel any of the subjects of the Company whether cultivators 
or others to .sell their ])eppoi', saudahvood or eardamonis against 
their o\ni consent, they are to be held as thieves and complained 
against either to the Supravisor at Calicut or to the Superintendents 
at Tollicberry or Ohcrpiilchorry, every man aird woman may freely 
bring pG])per, cardamoms or any goods openly in the day time, 
witbont fear, to .all the bazars or any part and tlioro sell their 
goods for what they please. 

Further to oiioouragc the entire freedom of trade and that Ihe

Article .Sbd.— In conformity to tlie agreement entered into by 
the sub.seribing Nnmliiars with the Commissioners above mentioned 
on the 14th May 1793, we, the six jii'incipal Nambiars aforesaid, do 
herelry respectfully engage to conelnde with the Superintendent of 
the Northern Division of tlie Province of Malabar, separate settle¬ 
ments and Id.stbuncbes, or instalments, for the amount of the revenue 
that shall become thereby due from our individual and re.spcotive 
shares and make good the paymeni, of I,he same to Government on 
the periods to be hereafter fixed upon for that purpose aoeordiiig 
to the letter and spirit of our aforesaid agreement with the Com¬ 
missioners. 

Article 4Tn.—The cUfforont portions of revenue due from the

Article .5th.— And m the known justice and moderation of the 
Honourable Company’s Government sliould the commission of any 
acts of ovor-cxaction, illegality, or opjjression in the collection of 
the revenues due from the above described landholders bo hereafter 
proved against us united or otherwise, we hereby positively engage 
to relinquish jointly or separately according to the proof of tlie 
accusation brought against us, every authority over the said land¬ 
holders, who .shall in that case become totally free and independent 
of either of us and pay his or their .sliaros of revenue cUrootly to 
Government.

general prohibition issued for the welfare of the Honourable Com° 
pany’s subjects at large do we, the said Chief Nambiars of Irvenaad, 
liereby bhid ourselves not to take from the ryots, whether Nairs’ 
Moplas or other landholders and inhabitants under our authority 
any of the above prohibited articles on any account or pretence 
whatsoever.

liercby engage to set apart any quantily of land required for that 
purpiosc in siicli soil within the district as .shall appear to be best 
suited to answer tho end proposed and otherwise to fiirnisli every 
assistance in mir power towards the promotion of .so useful and 
desirable an object. 

Article IOtii. —With a view to the lia]ipincss and prosperity of 
the contracting Nambiars, and their more immediate dependents, as 
well as from a rcliaiice on the exertion of (lie said Naiiibiiirs, to 
promote the welfare of the district of Trveiiaad in general ; tlie 
Honourable Company do hereby condescend to grant them for tlicii- 
support and comfort, an allowance of 10 per cent on the Govern¬ 
ment’s moiety, of revenue arising from tho landed proiierty in the 
district (pepper excepted, which is otherwise stipulated for in the 
Sth article of this agreement) according to whatsoever it may be 
hereafter justlj' proved by the amount of the actual coUcctions to 
be its full value. 

Article 11th.— In order likewise to the precise ascertainment of 
the net amount of revenue actually collected and the full quantity of 
pepper protiuced m tho district of Irvenaad, the contracting Nani- 
byars hereby engage to admit without scruple or hesitation, the said 
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Hnnonralilc Comiintiy’.s Agwits to unite with the .separate and 
in(le])en(k'nt linidhokiors ns well as themselves in all the details of 
the oolleotion. 

Article 12tu. —And in con.sideration of the aforesaid indulgcnee 
of 10 per cent on the Government’s moiety of the revenue arising 
from the landed property in the district (pepper excepted) for our 
maintenance, we, the afore.said eontra,cting Nainbyars, do hereby 
bind ourselves to make no further demands in any wise or manner 
on account collection, expense or any other jiretence whatsoever 
cither on the TTonourable Company, our acknowledged Sovereigns 
or on any other of their subjects in the district of irvenaad. 

Article I Util— The contracting Nambyars hereby bind them¬ 
selves to the most solemn and strict observance of the foregoing 
stipulations, and should a breach thereof bo hereafter any wise 
proved against us individually or collectively, such of us respectively 
and conjunctly as shall thereby have become guilty towards Govern¬ 
ment will bo degraded, jiunished and expelled from the dominions 
of the Honourable Company. 

Article Mth. —In consideration of what is reciprocally duo from 
us to the Honourable English East India Company as their subjects 
for their gracious condescension in our re-instalment to our former 
po.ssession, and other indulgences noticed in this agreement, we, tho 
subscribing Nambyar.s of the Honurablo English East India Com¬ 
pany aforesaid district of Irvenaad, do hereby pledge for ourselves, 
our heirs and our successors, our perpetual fidelity and allegiance 
to thcii' or any future British Government.

969, which you agree to pay as follows ouo-thh’d or Ks. 2,500 on the 
1st of the month Meddom, one-third or Es. 2,500 on the 1st of the 
mouth Carcadakam, ono-third or Rs. 2,500, on the 31st of the 
month Ghengem. You bmd yourself to act strictly conformable 
to the customs in the time of the Nawab Tippoo Sultan and for any 
deviation from the said customs by you or by any person on your 
part, you will be strictly answerable. This writing is in comsequenoe 
given you warranting you to levy on the tobacco conformably to the 
emstom in the time of the Nawab.

You .say that the 
produce of 3 'our lands being appropriated to the purposes of charity, 
jmu did not in the time of Tippoo pay anj' revenue, and you desire 
that the same may now be allowed by the Couipany, that in respect 
to your being zealous in all matters for the Company you say you 
will not if the Padinhar Kulote. Rajas ask j'on for aid grant them any, 
and that you have made a similar requisition from the other Mojilas 
not to afford them any assistance. 

This gives me ^great pleasure and has assured me of your good 
wishes for the Honourable Company. I have therefore sent an 
order to Mr. Stevens, the Southern Superintendent, not to collect 
any rovonuo from 3 'our land from the year 969 inclusive, agreeable 
to what you have informed me was the custom in Tippoo’s time. So 
long as you show yourself a faithful subject of the Company you 
may depend upon their support and protection always.

1st. Soon after the conquest of Maliam by Hyder in 941,' Mala¬ 
bar, many Nairs and Xuniburies lied and left tliek jelm or landefl 
property, which has been in the iiossession of the Mopla Kanaam- 
kaars, who paying the ncgucli to Hyder and Tippoo liave from long 
possession considered thc.se lands as their owm jehn, in order not to 
disturb the peace of the country these lands are to remain as they 
now arc without being demanded by the Jeiinkaars. 

2u(l. The Jelmkaars may give to the Circar an account of the 
lands that if by any acts of the present holders they fall to the Circar 
they may be returned to the ancient owmers or to their families. 

3rd. During the time of Tippoo it was the practice of many Nairs 
and Numbiirios to let their Kanamkaars pay their negudi to tlie 
Circar and out of what r-emained a part was paid to the Jelmnkaars. 
B3' mutual consent tins custom remained till the Malabar j-ears 963 
and 961 ■' when Tippoo forcing people to become Mnsulinans, tlie 
Rajas, Nairs, Numburics, Brahmins all fled to the woods or to 
Travancore, after this or in the year 966 ‘ the Company’s arms being 
prosperous manji Nairs, Namboorics and others returned to their 
jelms and .setting with Kanamkaars have paid the negudi due to 
the Circar. 

4th. It is therefore ordered and settled by the Commissioners 
that such jelmkaars so possessed of their jelms may continue to 
possess them paying to tlie Clompany the revenue as settled by Arsed 
Bog Khan settl ng with the Kanamkaars according to their ancient 
pattoom or agreements, or otherwise as maj' be agreeable to both 
parties. 
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oth. Such Numburies and others, who having fled in the year 963 
or 964 have returned and have not got possession of their jelms may 
claim the share they received in the year 963 and 964. If the 
Kanamkaars do not consent to pay this they may then sue in the 
Adawlet Cuteherry and obtain repossession of their jelms, when the 
time they leased them for expires or taldng from the Kanamkaars 
the pattoom agreed for settlement with the Ciroar for the negudi. 

The above live articles being this day discussed in presence of the 
Samoory Raja and his family were fully understood by them and 
fully agreed to as fair and beneficial to the Jelmkaars, who on their 
part ought to pay the revenue to the Company on the terms agreed 
to, and to those who did not, it would be a just punishment not to 
permit them to collect from their Kanamkaars, but that the collec¬ 
tions should be made by the Company directly from the Kanam-

For the present 2,000 fanams are given 
you for your expenses, all particulars are explained to Mr. Stevens' 
at Cherpuloherry to whom you will present the letter I now write 
and he will give the orders necessary about your busmess.

The practice in the time of Tippoo Sultan of taking all the 
elephant.? for the Circar, discouraging people from attempting to 
catch thorn, the Company to whom the country now belongs wisliing 
to give every encouragement order as follows :— 

1st. That any person catching an elephant within the limits of 
the Company’s Province of Malabar shall report the same within 1.7 
days to the Tahsildar of the district wherein the animal shall have 
been taken, and to the Superintendent or Supravisor, as the case 
may be, that on receipt of such notification, one person shall be 
deputed on the part of the Company, one on the part of the catcher 
and a third arbitrator chosen and eventually approved by both 
parties to estimate the value of the ca|)tnred eleidiant, one-third of 
which is to be adjudged and paid as the Company's right of .sove¬ 
reignty, when the animal .shall immediately become the exclusive 
property of the catcher free of all other claim or e.xaction whatever. 

2nd. If it shall bo discovered that any person catching an 
eleph.ant shall neglect to give the recpiisite notification within the 
time limited, as aboi'e stated, and particularly when such neglect 
shall appear to have jn-oceeded from an intent to defraud the Circar 
th n that person .m thus attempting t > defraud shall be cons dered 
as having lost all right and property in the said captured elephant, 
the whole of which will be accordingly adjudged as duly forfeited 
to the Honourable Company.

Article settled by Willia.m C.viiuL Farmer, Supravi.sor of the Pro¬ 
vince of Malabar, with Raja of Cartanad for the collections of 
the year 969'. 

The Raja in behalf of the Jelrakaars, Brahmins, Xairs, Moplas 
and other inhabitants of Cartanad delivered a i Ekraarnama t > the 
Commissioners at Warkul which was accepted by the Commissioners 
thinking the Company were tliereby entitled to one-half of all that 
was produced. It hoAvever appeared afterwards that the Raja has 
understood only one-half of the patoom or rent received by the John- 
kaars from their carigurs or farmers or cultivators of the said estates, 
and he gave a petition accordingly to Mr. Duncan, which being 
referred to Mr. Farmer, Supravisor of the Province of Malabar, he 
came to Mahc and there in presence of all the Mookishnaar-s and Nairs 
and others of Cartanad assembled on the purpose, it was found to be 
true that the representation made in their name only meant to give 
half the pattoom or rent and not half the produce in land, Mi'. Farmer 
finding that half tlie rent was too little for the Company to whom the 
country had been ceded by Tippoo and whose jamabundy would per¬ 
haps include the whole of the patoom, did, after many days conversa¬ 
tion with the Baja, in presence of the said Mookistmars so a.sscmhled 
to consult what was reasonable for the people and fair to the Com¬ 
pany, settle as follows :— 

1st. That of the patoom or produce of the Dhanmurry received 
from the cultivator 6/lOths are to be paid to the Company as negndi, 
the produce being receivable in kind, the Company’s collectors may 
so receive it, or at the market price ofthe year, but as it was stated to 
be more satisfactory to the cultivator and all parties to settle a price, 
the price was settled at Rs. 41-8-0 per mille dangallies. 

2nd. That in return for this favour the Raja agrees for himself 
and the Jelmkaars that the proper olas shall be produced showing tiie 
true patoom or rent arising in the Dhanmurry or Nelly grounds and 
that a ly person who knowingly secretes the same, his jemn to bo 
forfeited to the Company. 

3rd. That in any Dhanmurry where there are no Jelmkaars or 
where the lands are not made over to Kanankaars they are to be 
considered as belonging to the Company who will in course receive the 
whole of the patoom. 
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4th. It being very difficult to settle the patoom or rent on 
purrains or garden lands it is agreed to levy the negudi according to 
what was .settled for the southward being as follows :— 


Cocoanut trees .. .. 1 fanam for two bearing trees. 

Betlcnut trees .. .. 0 for 1 fanam. 

Jack trees.1 for 1 fanam. 


Of the pepper this year half is to be taken by the Company and half to 
remain with the jclnikaar or cultivator who has liberty to settle it 
for wlmt price he pleases. 

.‘)th. In making the inspection for this purpose the pepper vines 
shall be inspected and the bearing vines rated that the Government 
may hereafter settle whether they choose to receive the popper in 
kind or to take the negudi in money. 

Otli. At the reiiresentation of the Raja, and all the inhabitants 
of the imjiossibility to pay the negudi according to w'hat was settled 
for the southward in gold larec fanams especially if the inspection is 
fairly made, wliich to the .southward it is not, it is agreed that the 
negudi be rated in silver fanams for this year, an express condition 
tliat the jenmakaars of Cartanad, otc,, shall render a fair and true 
account, any person convicted by bribery or otherwise of rendering 
a false account his jelm to be forfeited to the Company. 

7th. The Raja, as soon as possible, is to cause to be made the 
survey necessary to settle this negudi by people on his part in con¬ 
junction with the Canongoes, etc., otliers on the part of the Company 
to give an exact account of the real jenmakaars, of what estates 
having no heirs belong to tlie Company, and he is also to take care 
that no persons do anything to defraud the Company, of their right 
to the landed possession, which may be without heirs. This article 
is not meant to have retrospect farther than the time the country was 
ceded to the Company by the, peace with Tippoo, being in the 18th 
March 1792, or on the 1st of the month of Minom, Malabar year 967. 

Sth. The collections to be made by people on the part of the 
Company and of the Rajas, and the collections a.s fast as made to bo 
sent into the Northern Superintendent of TelUcherry who will grant a 
receipt for the same. 

9th. A proper Tusdeck on account of the Protikaars, Mcnons 
and Kolkars, wdiioh are necessary to bo made out, which account is 
to be deducted from the collections, and the Raja receives one-fifth 
of the remains being confonnablo to what was settled to the south¬ 
ward witli the Samoory and other Rajas. 

10th. That until the exact amount of the revenue is settled by 
the inspection to be made, the collections shall proceed on the looting 
they were made last year, and the receipts of the sum.s paid granted 
in part of the revenue for the year 969 a quarter by the end of the 
present month, Virchigom, two-fourths in the month of Makeram, 
and the remainder in the month of Moenum, by which time tlie 
amount to be paid can be ascertained. 
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11th. The dcwastanams or lands appropriated to the pagodas 
to be considered as jenmakaars, and subject to the negudi, the Raja 
has the right to appoint the Nainboories to the adinini.stration of the 
lands and to the ceremonies of these pagodas.

1st. The revenue of the lands appropriated to the pagodas or 
devastanoms to be free from paying any negudi or revenue taking 
however a just account of these lands. 

2nd. That not one-half of them being cultivated, the produce 
of the remaining lands are not sufficient to defray the expenses. You 
therefore desire tliat beside one-fifth part of the revenue being granted 
for your private expenses one-fifth part may also be given to the 
expenses of your religious ceremonies. Although this is contrary 
to the orders given to me, yet considering the assistance you gave 
in tlie war with Tippoo and your ancient friendship with the Com¬ 
pany, I consent to this for the year 9 and shall mention the same 
to the Governor of Bombay hopmg that he will approve it ; this 
rvriting is therefore given at Tellichcrry the 2flth December 1793 
and under the seal of the Compan}'.

3. The'^farmers, Vythi Putter’and Pulatany'Paramba'^Mootha 
Mopla,''are”moreover''allowed the''privilege'"of bringing”their timber 
down the rivers or by land carriage as the case may be from the said 
timber forests or jungles free of all demand by the Company of 
interior tolls or duties, the tax charged upon timber brought by the 
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! Iver to Calicut to be also abolished and the Company to receive no 
other customs but such as are authorized upon exportation from the 
Province by the Custom-house Begulations. 

4. Individuals, who may now be in possession or have already 
actually felled timber in the jungles aforesaid will be allowed to

Conditions entered into for the lease of the Import and Export duty 

to and from the Port of Cochin, for all Goods on Ships, 

Sloops and other small vessels. 

Article 1st.—Under this farm is under.stood the duty on goods 
imported or exported on all ship.s, sloop.s, and other small vessels, of 
whatever na.tion or flag they may belong to. 

2nd.—Of all merchandize or other articles of trade, as shall bo by 
them imported or o,\ ported from or i.o the port of Cochin, the farmer 
shall receive R per cent, with exception to such goods (as shall be 
hereafter specified) that belong to the Hononrablo East India Com¬ 
pany. 

3rd.—That 5 per cent shall bo oaloulated on the ju.st market price 
of the goods and merchandize. 

4th.—The purchasers and sellers sliall be obliged to report the 
true value of the articles. 

5th.—Should the just value not be reported, but the worth of the 
merchandize falsely given under the market price, then the farmer 
shall be at liberty to purchase such merchandize oi- goods at the price 
they put on them, and paying ready money for the same. 

6th.—And should it so happen, that any dispute arises between 
the farmer and the owner of such goods, they then .shall submit the 
same to the decision of the Pisoal who .shall bo obliged carefully to 
investigate the dispute, and decide the same according to its just 
merits. 

7th.—No person or persons can import or export any goods 
■without a previous report to the Custom house, whether these goods 
are liable to duty or not. 

8th.—Any person not compl^ng with this order the goods shall 
be seized, confiscated, it appearing to be done with an intention of 
defrauding the farmer. 

9th.—Those goods shall be sold, and the amount produced of the 
same, one-half credited to the Honourable Company the other to the 
farmer. 

lOth.—Commanders or Supercargoes of ships or any other vessels 
sellmg property in the roads of Cochiir (without the same being 
landed) shall be allowed, but they are first to inform the farmer, in 
order that his people may superintend the same to prevent fraud. 

11th.—-The merchandize thus sold shall pay the same proportion 
of toll as if the same were sold on shore. 
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12th.—Any person or persons not complying with this order, 
shall be liable to the articles Nos. 8 and 9. 

13th.—Merchandize or any goods landed, that cannot be sold, 
pay no custom, but the owner shall be at liberty without hindrance 
again to export the same, provided they can prove to the satisfaction 
of the farmer, that they are the identical goods or merchandize that 
were landed, and neither more or less than were imported, and 
provided they do not remain above the space of one year, a.s in that 
case the farmer may collect his duty on their export. Should such 
goods consist of Colleche bales, and the owner wish to reship them, 
without being opened, they shall pay at the following rates, viz. :— 



14th.—Neither shall the farmer bo allowed to collect the duty on 
merchandize that may bo imported on boai'd of such ship, sloops, or 
vessels with one mast as frequent this river ; or that may arrive in the 
roads, during the monsoon, or for any repairs they may stand 
in need of, even if they .should land those goods they may have on 
board, which very frequently occurs, when the vessel have sustained 
any damages and wanting repairs. 

16th.—In order that no abuse may occur from this privilege, the 
owners of the goods, or commanders of such vessels, or ships shall be 
obliged to make a true report to the fanner of their cargo, in 
penalty of 8th article in not complying. 

16th.—Merchandize or other goods, sold to the Honourable 
English East India Company, or that are belonging to them, pay no 
duty whatever. 

17th.—Also aU the baggage of the Honourable Company’s 
servants or of travellers, are excepted from all duty Ukewise aU 
provi.sions, Hquors that may he imported for private use, though aU 
other provisions or liquors, that are brought as articles of trade shall 
be liable to the usual duty. 

18th.—Should any merchants import any goods without inten¬ 
tion of selling the same, but to re-export tlicm again on the same 
vessel then no duty shall be paid on them, provided they can satisfy 
the farmer as specified in the ISth article. 

19th.—Should the farmer discover any attempts in defrauding 
him, he is not to take any steps of himself to punish the offender, 
but to inform the Fiscal of it, who will report the same to the Com- 

20th.—Under the late Netherlands’ East India Company 4 per 
cent was ooUeoted for the farmer and 1 per cent for the Governor and

A similar loose was granted in tho folllowing year to a Banyan Morchnnt, Bugavon, 
who agrood to farm the 4 per cen/. customs for tho term ofonoyoar for 20,000 rupees 
with tho exception “ that the 5 per cent ” of Artiolo 3rd was changed into 4 per cent 
and the conditions of Article 20 wore omitted; and in lieu of which a separate lease 
was executed for 10,000 rupees. In tho separate lease tho same rates of duty as in 
Article 20 above wore adhered to with tho addition, however, of “ 25 rupees per 
candy” on “pepper”. Tho “chest” of opium aa likewise specified to be of 
138 lb. For ‘‘3,000 lb,” of Cochin rice there was substituted “ Country rice per 
last of 75 parahs ” at the same rate—Diary of the Cochin Commissioner, dated 6th 
August 1797.

horoby declare his cordial acquiescence in th.c proposn,! made to him 
by the said Commissioners, Thomas Wilkinson, Alexander Dow and 
Robert Rickards to quit for over heroafter his said residence of 
Colarioote and repair to Calicut for the purpose of residing in that 
place in all time, or if the Honourable tho President in Council of

The Inhabitants of Cotiotb. 

Whereas many deluded persons ignorant of what has taken place 
between the Honourable Company’s representatives in this Pro¬ 
vince, and Kerula Wanna, Baja of Cotioto, have joined tbal, Raja 
under different leaders, and are now in a state of rebellion against the 
Company’s Government, in compa.ssiou to such, and with the view 
of preventing any person or persons hereafter pleading ignorance 
of the orders of Government or of the consoquenoo that must ensue 
from their continuing to resist them, and at the samo time to con¬ 
vince all men that it is the desire of Government to act in all cases 
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with justice and moderation ; tho Commissioners for oxeoutiug 
the office of Supi’avisor and Chief Magistrate of this Province 
thinli it necessary liorohy to inform all whom it may concern that 
Kerula Warma, Raja of Ootioto, having in tho year 968,' requested 
permission of tho Honauiable Company to resign bis authority 
in favour of his older brother, Woora Wanna, Raja of Koorimnaad, 
the Honourable Company did giant liis request, and with hir. con¬ 
sent did, in tho year 970, enter into an agroemout with the said 
Weeru W^'anna, Raja of Koorhnnaad; by wliioh authority over the 
Cotiotf country was granted to him for tho space of live years, and 
he became bound for tho annual roveiiuo duo to tho Honourable 
Company from the said talook being duly paid, but notwithstanding 
this requisition on tho part of Kerula Warma Raja, the latter 
permitted tho former to tomaiii, as ho desired, at tho head of the 
oolleotioiis in Cotiote on condition of tho revenue being paid to 
him, who was answerable to tho Company. But tho revonuo due 
to tho Honoui-ablo Company from the .said talook being very much 
in arroar, and tho Koorimnaad Raja having been repeatedly called 
on for payment, ho at last when preri.sod by tho Company, repre¬ 
sented to tho Coiiunissioners that ho had not received tho aniomit 
from his hrothor of Cotiote, nor liad boon able to got from him any 
accurate account of the collootions, and tliat it was therefore 
become neoes.sary for him to appoint his own collectors, in whicli 
he apprehended resistance on tho part of his said brother unless 
supported by tho Company’s authority and power ; on this tho 
Coimnissionors tried every gentle means in their power to bring the 
younger Raja to a sense of his duty, but finding ho still listened and 
followed the ndvioo of evil counsellors (of whom lie appeared to 
have many about him) they in order to preserve tho peace of tho 
oountiy and yn'otoct tho peaceable and well disposed inhabitants 
of Cotiote from tho violence and depredations of the said Raja’s 
adherents ordered a few dotaohmonts of sepoys to occupy different 
posts in that country. Those detachments marching peaceably 
along with thoir arras unloaded to their different places of destination 
were unexpectedly, and without any provocation having been given, 
attacked' by tho adherents of Kerula Warma, who not only cut off 
many of thorn, but most inhumanly murdered oven tho women 
and children belonging to the sepoys, and have ever since without 
any cause having been given on the part of tho. Honourable Company 
continued thorn ho.stilitios in every quarter, thereby shedding much 
innocent blood and keeping the whole country in ii state of alarm ; 
the Commissioners therefoi-o finding themselves now under tho 
necessity of putting a stop to the^e outrages, and punishing the 
perpetrators of them, do hereby inak it known that those who may 
have hitlierto been deluded tlu'ough ignorance of the events above- 
mentioned, and are still in arms against the Honourable Company’s 
Government, shall receive pardon for their xiast offonois, and be 
, permitted to return to thoir h omes unmolested, xn'ovided they

dient conduct of the Coringot Nayr consent in behalf of tlie Honour¬ 
able English East India Company with the said Nayr to lease to 
him for the term of ton years that part of the Coringot-Kullay 
district known to be his own jelm lauds (and also such other parts 
thereof as hath been heretofore customary for him to realize the 
revenue) according to tho schedule ' annexed to this agreement 
and on tho following conditions :— 

Ist.—That on the part of the Honourable Company there 
shall be Inspectors to ascertain the exact amount levied as well 
from the Land Revenue as the Customs in the Coringat-Kiillay 
district to the end if more be realized than the sum herein sti¬ 
pulated, the surplus be paid to the Company.

therofore hereby jiroolannod, that tho said Itty Comby, m no longer 
under tho Protection of the Honourable Company’s law.s, and all 
good subjects of tho Palghaut district or olsowhore m tho Ho.iom'ablo 
Company’s Provinco of Malabar are enjoined to mo the.r utmost 
endeavours to apprehend aii.d soonre the said Itty Comby, so that ha 
may bo dolivorod ovor to any of Llio gentlomon in the Honourable 
Company’s Civil Servioo, or to any Offioor Command.ng a M.htary 
Station to bo aftorwaids dealt with a.s his past and present conduct 
shall be adjudged to deserve and as a reward for sooiu'ing tho .said 
Itta Comby Aohen, the Commissioners hereby engage to pay the 
sum of 20,000 fauams to snob por.son or persons, as shall bo actually 
aiding and assisting in seizing and delivering him ovor as afore.said. 

While tho Honourable Company are firmly del.orinlned to adhoro 
sacredly to all their engagomonts and to protect all good subjects in 
thiir persons, jiroporty and riglit.s of every description ; they hereby 
warn all their subjects, against aff.irding any .support, or ooimtenanoo, 
to the above said Itty Comby Aohen. But if oontrary to expectation 
any of thoir subjects iiavo boon so unattentivo to the r truointor0.9t.s, 
and unmindful of their allegiance to tho Honourable Company’s Gov¬ 
ernment as to have already aided, abetted, assiisted or advised Itty 
Comby Achen since his flght from his house at Galpattoe on the 

desiro they will immediately refrain from all 

further countonanoo or support to that refraotory ohioftam, but 
should they .still persist in such exceptionable conduct after the 
expiration of (,on days from tho iiublioation of this proclamation, 
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they will thereby subject themselves to thepenalty of their property, 
real and personal being confiscated to be afterwards disposed of as 
Goveriunont shall determine.

On his imprisonment the Commi.s.sionor.s wrote to Government 
“ we hope and trust that neither he or any of the Rajas nor Achimara 
of the Palghaut district wJl ever be permitted to have the least con¬ 
cern in the administration of the country, &o.” to which the Bombay 
Government replied “ we entirely concur with you in the expodionoy 
of retaining Palghaut under the immediate agency of the Company’s 
servant.s ” and “ there exists no anterior general engagements what¬ 
ever between the Company end the Palghaut fanuly, who appealed 
to have availed themselve.s of the viotorie.s of our Ai-my during the 
la,st Mysore war to ro-as.sume posses.sion without any formal sanc¬ 
tion on the part of the English, in which situation are several of the 
Southern Chieftains, who have heretofore no sort of claim upon us 
more than may result from then' own good and unexceptionable 
behaviour—a distinction more than once pointed out for your gui¬ 
dance by this Government.”

of Chinga Colghuni having contraiy to the allogianoo which he owes 
to tlie Honour-able Company and his Duty to the managing Rajah, 
not only evaded to conform to the legal orders and roquisitions 
of the reprosentativo.s of the Companj-’s Government in Malabar, 
but publicly avowed in several of Ins writings, that his view,?

The frequent representations to the Commissioners from the 
Landholders and Rj'ols in Malabar of the inequality of the present 
system of realizing the Revenue of the Province compared with 
the inability of several projirietors to contribute according to the 
rates now demanded on tlieir assessable property having been the 
•subject of then’ enquiries, and found in some measure to orignate 
in tlie neglect of the Oanongoes ap|5ointed in 969 to prepare within 
their several circles a faithful register of tlie estates and annual 
revenue derivable therefrom agreeable to equity and custom of 
the country, and it moreover appearing instead of making such an 
impartial ascertainment of the funds accruing to (.lovernment 
by a fair and just personal inspection of each ryot’s estate I hat the 
accounts in general were loosely framed from documents and papers 
purporting to comprize Ansed Beg Khan’s Junimabundy of Malabar 
during the late Mahomedan Sovereignity, which, altlumgh might 
have been correct at the time it was made, could not, from a variety 
of causes, constitute the true statement of the revenue in 969, 
much less at this distance period, and has in consequence gA'en 
rise to very disagreeable murmurs and complamts from various 
parts of the Province. 

Towards administering relief to those, who may be justly entitled 
to it, and at the same time to acquire with all jjossible iirocision the 
Honourable Company’s and their .subjects’ just proportion of the 
profits arising from the labour and industry of tlio ryots. It is 
hereby notified that the Commissioners for executing the office of 
Supravisor liavo determined that an inspection of estates shall be 
made throughout the Province under the immediate superintendence 
of Mr. Sniee, a member of the Commission ; all persons whatever 
residing under the Company’s protection are desired to oontribule 
their assistance in enabling Mr. Smee and the establishment of 
qualified men he has deemed it requisite to employ on this very 
es.sential service, which has .solely for its object a redress of whatever 
grievances may exist and to obtain an accurate knowledge of the 
resouvoes, products and just rights of every individual, and not 
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as may be represented by interested men supposed to oppress in 
any re peot, or to increase the present rates of taxation ; on the 
contrary the utmost attention will be observed by Mr. Since through¬ 
out his cu'ouit to prevent taxation becoming bmthensome, where 
ho may discover from local circninstanoes such to fall heavy and 
insupportable on any parlicular places or divisions of the country. 

In making these candid declarations for the information of tiiosc 
concerned it is exiieotcil and dcnuiiided of every lyot or pi'oiierietor of 
estates, not to eoneoal from Mr, Sinoe or his agents any part of his 
assessable pi’operty which from inadvertenee m'gbt be overlooked by 
the Inspectors for as it lias ever been and will continue to be the 
invariable desire of the (‘onijiany to promote the welfare and happi- 
mvs of their subjects, it would be fi'audulent by any elamlesline 
or otli '!■ secret methods to withliold any part of tlieir legal jiroiior- 
tioiis of the land products fi oni the public irea-ury. 

The present Pyimisiiy inspection being evidently calculated for 
general convenience, and advantage what further iuformation, not 
herein contained, wisherl for by the inliabitants will be satisfactorily 
explained to them on repairing to Mr. iSmee.

after the, publication of this paper it will not bo considered a sufficient 
indemnity t.o tlie party from paying the just and regular ncgaclee 
due to tiie Company, whie.h will now lie claimed of each in tlie 
Company’s name, but on tlie contrary sliould any attempt of 
exaction bo made by any agent oi' agents on the part of the Samoory 
the party on whom such fraud is attempted to ho practised should 
complain at the Company’s Cntclierry, when the said agent or agent.s 
will on proof be seized and duly punished for tins disobedience 
of the Company’s ordons ; and it is further licrcby proclaimed

“ The Fifth Rajali KcrakaUote .Iimior Rajah and the Rajah of 
Padinhar (lolote attended the Pre.sident by appointment when after 
some conversation with the former and the latter it was settled 
subject to the approval of the Board, that the former should have 
permission to proceed to reside at Oallerioottah on the conditions 
of the agreement read to him as follows.” 



The Fifth Rajah to enter mto this agreement on Wednesday hext 
and to proceed as soon after as may be agreeable to him to Kallady 
Kota. The Padinara Colo'o Rajah to enter into the joint agreement 
ns soon a: the Rajah next in rank, who is now nt Ka.llady Kota, 
can come up for that purpose and afterwards to return with him to 
live with their uncle at Kallady Kota, as soon ns the Commissionera 
.shall give him po' ini.ssion after they have gone through the proposed 
investigation of the formcr’.s conduct in regard to the Chowkote 
complaint.' 

That one article of the latter engagement is to specify that should 
any dispute arise between the la.st two Rajahs, as to thoir allowance 
of 10,000 rupees thay shall then receive it separately, and the young 
Rajahs of the family are to be supported by them, by half being 
quartered on each, the whole ultimately subject to the revisal and 
confirmation of the Bombay Government.

having demised on tlu^ l.'Iih Mcnom 973, corresponding with 25th 
March 17ns, the senior of tlu- two Riijahs has succeeded to the fifth 
rank and he has tbe.roby become entitled to an allowance of Rs. 5,500 
annually and the younger Rajah, who succeeded to the rank of the 
Valia Rajah is oonse(|ucntly vested with the poweis to discharge 
all the functions of that station. 

The Commissioners appoii'ted to exorcise the dutie.s of the Supra- 
visor in Malabar in the name of tlie Honourable Company in conven¬ 
tion with the Moota Hrady Tiroomnlpaad ■’ Nedirpa Sarwam and 
of the fiftli Koorvaicha and the Padinyear Kovilagate Rajah 
therefore purpose that the sum of 5,.500 ripiees allowed to the fifth 
Koorvaicha dignity and Rs. 4,000 granted for the expense of the 
Tambooratios of tho Padinyar Kovilagam as has been agreed in the 
kararnamah cxeentod on tlie 10th Tnlam 974, sliall in futui'e he 
received by tlie Fiftli Rajali and tho Rajahs of Padinyar Kovilagam 
not having Cherikel (landed estate) tho whole .amount of Rs. 10,000 
allotted for their .suipiort shall be received as heretofore by the 
Padinyar Kovilagatc Rajali from the pnbiic ti'easury as provided 
for 11 the undermentioned clauses. 

, Tho Conimissiouers for cxccntiiig the. offioe of Supravisor in 
Malabar in tlio naiiio of tlie Honourable Com]iany liave agreed to 
pay to the Padinyar Kovilagam Rajah the anmial-siim of Rs. 10,000 
or Rs. 833-1-33.\ luoiillily from the public treasury on the terms 
stipulated in the following articles, and wdiioh are recorded for 
general information : —

3. In consequence of the heirs of the Padhmyar Kovilagatha 
Rajah having become dependants on the Rajah for their support 
as proposed in the foregoing 2nd article, it is expected that they 
shall pay obedience to his instructions and the Rajah should have 
them duly subjected to the Company’s orders. Should any of his 
heirs or any one mentioned in this agreement be guilty of any offence, 
the Rajah shall suffer the consequence, and if any complaint be 
made before any public authority of any acts of aggression committed 
by any of his Anandiravers, or any of the other persons they shali be 
forthwith sent up to be tried and punished on the receipt of any order 
to that effect. 

4. Besides the alteration made respecting the sum of Rs. 10,000 
in the agreement made at Angaripar, if any of the terms in that or in 
the clauses of the present agreement be infringed, or if order of any of 
the Company’s public servants disregarded or if any such acts as 

.-would effect the Company’s authority committed, or if the conduct 
of the Padinyar Kovilagatha Rajah shall be such as to excite the 
displeasure of Government of the Honourable Company; the 
payment of the sura of Rs. 10,000 will be withheld from him and the 
amount divided to his heirs according to their rights ; should 
Government with reference to their department doom them deserving 
of such assistance. 

6. The Rajahs of Padinyar Kovilagam having stated that 
should the Commissioners allow them to go and reside with their 
uncle, the Fifth Raja at Kallady Kotta, they will not interfere in any 
matters of revenue or in the peaceable state of that place and to 
submit to the laws of Government. 

''’1' 6. It is recorded for general informafon that the Commis¬ 
sioners relying on the assurance made by the Padinyar Kovilagatha 
Rajahs to maintain a peaceable conduct, allow them to go and reside 
at Kallady Kotta during the time they may conduct themselves 
to the satisfaction of the Honourable Company’s Government, and 
in order that they may not be in want during their stay there, 
they may draw monthly the allowance assigned for their support 
from the authority m the Southern Tookaddy' instead of the 
public treasury at Calicut. 
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7. Further the Rajahs of the Padinyar Kovilakam solemnly 
engage in this clause that should they incur the displeasure of 
Oovernment by any improper conduct during their residence at 
Kallady Kotta ; when orders may on such information issue for their 
return to Calicut, they will immediately return to that place and 
continue to live there as provided in this agreement and receive 
the allowance allotted for their support. This agreement to he 
forwarded to Bombay to bo confirmed by the authorities' there 
without which it cannot be hold valid and in approbation of all the 
terms stipulated in this deed, we have affixed our signature hereto.

out down young teak timber after this period, the said timber shall 
be seized and the persons offending be further fined in a sum of money 
at the discretion of the said Commissioners or tlie Southern Superhi- 
tendent, whoever shall give information of any person offending 
against this proclamation, shall be entitled to half the amount of the 
value of the timber, which may bo seized in con.sequonce of lii.s infor¬ 
mation. Tins prohibition is not meant to extend to the cutting of 
the other species of timbers of whatever size or growtli m the said 
forests all of whioli may be out down and carried away as usual,

Extract from the Partition Treaty of Mysore, 

Treaty for strengthening the alliance and friendship subsisting 
between the English East India Company Bahadoor, His Highness 
the Nawab Nizam-Ood-Dowlah Ausuph Jah, Bahadoor, and the 
Peishwa, Rao Pundit Prudhan Bahadoor, and for effeotmg a settle¬ 
ment of the dominions of the late Tippoo Sultan. 

Whereas the deceased Tippoo Sultan, unprovoked by any act of 
aggression onthe part of the allies, entered into an offensive and defen¬ 
sive alliance with the Eronch, and admitted a French force into his 
army foi the purpose of oommenoiug war against the Honourable 
Englisli Company Bahadoor, and its allies, Nizam Ood Dowlah 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, and tire Peishwa Rao Pundit Prudlian 
Bahadoor ; and the said Tippoo Sultan having attempted to evade 
the just demands of satisfaction and security made by the Honoura¬ 
ble English Company and its allies for their defence and protection 
against the joint designs of the said Tippoo Sultan and of the French, 
the allied armies of the Honourable English Company Bahadoor, and 
of His Highness Nizam Ood Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor 
proceeded to hostilities in vindication of their rights and for 
the preservation of the respective dominions from the perils 
of foreign invasion and from the ravages of a cruel and 
relentless enemy; And whereas it has pleased Almighty 
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God to prosper the just cause of the said allies, tho Honourable 
English Company Bahadoor and His Highness Nizam Ood Dowlah 
Ausuph Jah Bahadoor, with a continual course of victory and success, 
and finally to crown their arms by reduction of the capital of Mysore ; 
the fall oi' Tippoo Sultan, the utter extinction of his poiver, and the 
unconditional submission of his people ; And whereas tlie said allies 
being disposed to exercise the rights of conquests with’ the same 
moderation and forbearance wliich tliey have observed from tire 
commencement to tlie conclusion of tlic late successful war, have 
resolved to use tlie power wliich it lias pleased Almighty God l;o place 
in their hands for tlie purpose of obtaining reasonable compensation 
for the expenses of the war and of establishing permanent security 
and genuine tranquil.ity for thenisolvcs and tlioir subjects, as well as 
for all the powers contiguous to their respective dominions. Where¬ 
fore a treaty for the adjustment of the territories of tho late 
Tippoo Sultan between tho English East India Company Bahadoor. 
and His Highness, the Nawab Nizam Ood Oowlah Ausuph Jah 
Bahadoor, is now concluded by Lieutenant-General George Harris 
Commandev-in-Chief of the Eorces oi' Hi, Bvi.annie Majc.stjf and of 
the English East India Company Bahadoor in the Carnatic and on 
the Coast of Malabar, the Ilonoiirable Colonel Artlinr Wellesley, the 
Honourable Henry Wellesley, Lioutemanl-Coloncl William Kivk- 
jiatrirk, and Lieutenant-Colonel Barry Close, on tho part and in the 
name of the Bight Honourable Richard, Earl of Mornington, K.r., 
Governor-General for all ad'aiis, Civil and Milii ary, of the 'British 
Nation in India, and by the Nawab Moor Allum Bahadoor on the 
part and in the name of His Highness, the Nawab Nizam Ood 
Dowlah Ausuph Jah Bahadoor according to the undermentioned 
articles, which bytho blessing of God .shall be binding upon tho heirs 
and suooessors of tho coutractiug parties as long as the sun and 
moon shall endure, and of which the conditions shall lie reciprocally 
observed by the said contractmg parties. 


i\BTicLB 1.—It being reasonable and just that the allies by this 
treaty should accomplish the original objects of the war (viz., a due 
indemnification for tho expenses incurred in their own dcfeuco, and 
effectual security for their respective possessions against tlio future 
designs of their enemies) it is stipulated and agreed that tlie districts 
specified in the Scliedulc A, hereunto annexed together witli tho 
heads of all the Basses leading from tlie territory of u.e late Tippoo 
Sidtan to any part of the possessions of tho English I'Lis. i ni a Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor, of its allies, or tributaries, situated between tlie 
Ghauts on either coast and all forts situated near to and commanding 
the said Basses, sliall be subjected to the authority, and bo for ever 
incorporated with the dominions of the English East India Company

may have mortgaged them, the Kalmumkar is in a hire manner

impediments in cultivating lands that have been Tei'se for many 
years past, the Jclmcars thereof are desired to make their complaint 
known to Mr. Hodgson wlienthey will be released either one or two 
years according to tire nature of them, from tiic payment of negadco. 
The Jelmcar.s and Kahmmikars are aLso informed' that if tlicy 
neglect to obey the above orders and continue to leave their grounds 
uncultivated such other people as the Sircar, may think fit will be put 
in possession that no loss of revepiie may be incurred, and the negadee 
will be received from them, when if any complaints are made by eitlier 
the .lelmcars or Kalmuinkars, they will bo deemed unreasonable 
and not sufficient to deprive such Coodian, as may be placed there 
after having been at much labour and expense in removing (.he jungle, 
etc., of posse.s.sion, therefore each different proprietor is hereby 
ordered to cultivate all .such parte belonging to him which may be 
now laj'ing waste.

under the protection and favour of Oovernmont, 

This is to give notice that the Honourable Company maldng no 
distinction between the religions of their subjects, and desirous of 
showing equal favour to all of whatever persuasion, who live 
peaceably and obey Government, do hereby call upon tbc inhabi 
tants of both castes l.o lay aside their prejudices against each other 
and forget their ancient animosities, and live in unanimity and 
friendship together, and make known to them, tliat as it is their 
duty to protect the good, so it is their determination to cliatingnish 
between them and the bad, punishing tlie latter with that means 
only which as the' exercisers of protection and puiiislnnent they 
po.ssess, and is alone to be used ; and tlicy therefore hereby publish 
their entire disommtenanoo of the intentions imputed to the conduct 
of Government in the reports lately circulated and forbid the 
collecting together in bodies of either of the castes of inhabitants 
for the purpose of acting against each other or for any purpose 
whatever that have not the sanction of Government, As tiio 
malpractices of robbers and disturbers of the peace arc equally

Rurther notifies to tho aforo.said inhabitants of 
those districts, after the awful examples of public justice which 
have been recently hold out to them, that they may not rely on the 
full and free pardon offered to them on tho terms specified in the 
aforesaid proclamation, but on submitting themselves and making 
application at tho public Cutcherry of these districts, they shall be 
restored to tho free posse.ssion of their lands and estates under the 
fullest assurance also of forgiveness, and the future protection of 
Government, so long as they shall become dutiful and obedient 
subjects of it. 

In order that all persons may be fully acquainted with these 
benevolent intentions of Government, and that those few misguided 
and mi,sled natives, who are still linking fearful and wretched in 
the hills and jungles may be no longer ignorant of tho means they 
now have of securing their own happiness by returning to their 
allegiance. It is hereby made known that a period of forty-two 
days from this date wiU be allowed to all such persons to withdraw 
themselves from tho desperate cause of the rebel Kerula Warma 
and his associate and thereby to avail of tho lenity and liberality of 
Government thus generously hold out for their acceptance. 

Wliile the inhabitants above described are thus apprized or 
tlieso benevolent and liberal indulgences, they are at the same time 
warned that after the expiration of the abovoaaid period, such 
persons as .shall have obstinately rojoctod or shall continue to bo so 
far misled as to nogloot to embrace the liberal offers pow held out 
will then be considered to have entirely departed from their allegi¬ 
ance and to be liable to the punishment of rebels.

Government. 

4. Wo have aooordiiigly appointed Major William M.icLeod’ to 
be Principal Colloctoi', and have .soleoted Mc.s,sr.s. Stj'achcy, Hodg.son 
and Koate to be the Subordinate Collectors in the. Province of 
Malabar. Wo thcroforo direct that the charge of the revenues, and 
of the Civil Covernment shall be transferred to Major MacLeod 
wlioin we have ordered to jrroceod to Calicut for that purpose. 

5. We are further of opinion that the establishment of the 
Judicial authority must be po,stponed until the Military power of 
the Company shall have subjugated the refractory people of the 
province ; and until it shall have disposed them to cultivate the 
arts of peace by disarming them of their habitual weapon.? of offence. 
We have therefore resolved to suspend the functions of the Civil 
and Criminal Courts to vest the adjudication of civil cases in the 
Principal Collector, and his A.ssistants and to arm the Military 
authority with power to punish by summary process crimes of every 
desoription. 

6. On the principles of this arrangement it will not he necessary 
to retain in Malabar any of the servants of the Bombay establish¬ 
ment employed in a Civil capacity witli the exception of Me.ssrs.

1st.—In every country that is protected by the Sircar there is 
no necessity that any one should carry arms except men, who are 
in the Sircar service. The people of Malabar are already convinced 
that the Company’s Sircar can afford them security against private 
animosities. 

2nd.—The inhabitants in several districts who before now 
voluntarily delivered up tiieir arms in conformity to orders deserve 
approbation for tlieir attention to the commands of Government. 
But it is believed that there are still remaining in inhabitants 
houses or concealed in other places considerable quantities of arms 
which probably from fear of acknowledging them were not produced 
in consequence of the former proolaniations. 
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_It is now ordered that all arms of whatever description in 

the possession of all persons residing in Malabar shall be given up at 
the Cutoherrie of each Sub-Collootor or that of each Tussooldar before 
the end of tho inoiith of Kumbhom. 

4tii,—The Sub-Collcotor or tho Tusseeldar to whom tho arms may 
bo given up will pay for them on delivery at the following rates, 
viz ;_Tor firo-loeks from 1 to 8 rupees each according to the valua¬ 

tion put upon them by the Sircar servants. Tor swords, Nah’s 
knives and match-locks three times tho value of thoir weight of 
iron and for pikes and all other weapons, tho prico of an equal 
weight of iron. 

6th.—Notice is thoreforo hereby given that all persons of what¬ 
ever ranli or description not in tho pay of Siroar or not .holding a 
w-ritten lioonoe are mo.st positively prohibited from carrying arms 
and after tbe end of Kumbhom should arms bo discovered in any 
house, such houso shall bo oonfisoated and the owner shall be subject 
to Biioli penalty as tho case may seem to dc.?crvo.

8th.—Tho manufaoturo of arms is prohibited and if any strictly 
{Sio) is dotootod in making or repairing arm.s in opposition to orders 
is to be confined and tried for his life. 

9th.—All Parhuthies, Menons, Sair Kolkars and others are 
directed to seize any person disobeying this order, and such as 
neglect to apprehend persons against whom information is given 
are to be subject to punishmont. 

loth.- Colonel Stevenson, tlie Commanding Officer in Malabar, 
issues a ' proclamation, this effect directing all officers, sepoys, etc., 
belonging to tho army to make prisoners or put to death suoh of 
the inhabitants as may be found to disobey these orders.

the star pagoda is exchanged at 12j Virayen fanam.s which arc 
found to contain only 5| fauams value of pure gold, in like manner 
the rupee is exchanged at 3 silver fanams which contain only 14 
annas and ono Kanny value of silver—at which rates it is evident 
that the troops being paid in these lesser coins do sustnin a loss of 
one-oighthparton each star pagoda.

The contract of 179.3 was moilifiod in the year 1795 snob modi¬ 
fications being expressly limited to the period of tlio expiration 
of the aforesaid contract. 

Wherefore from the ]ioriod aforesaid, tlial is, fiom and after the 
10th day of April 1803 the pepper contract of 1793 becomes binding 
upon tlio contracting jiartics agreeably to its tenor, until niodifiod 
by mutual consent, and must servo as a fixed rule for the adjustment 
of accounts between the Company and the Rajah. 

This in.strumont in English and Malabars being delivered to 
Hi.s Highness, the Rajah of Travaiiooro, by the Re.sident on the 
belialf of the. Honourable Company an attested copy will bo placed 
on the records of the Factory of Anjonge.

PROOLAMATIOX. 

Wlioroas the commotions heretofore prevailing in l.he Province of 
Malabar rendered it ex]>ediont and neco.ssary to suajiond tl'.n opera¬ 
tions of tlio Civil tiibunals and subst.iUite .summary process for the 
trial of offences with a view to the more .speedy and effectual 
punishment of ])ei\son.s rebelling against the autlioritjr of Govern¬ 
ment ; and whereas, tho success of tho Military operations under¬ 
taken for tlie purpose of re,storing tranquillity and order has been 
such as to lay tho foundai.ion of a confident hope that those benefits 
may be preserved and secured to tho people of Malabar, without 
tho extraordinary exorcise of the Military power, wherefore the 
Right Honourable the Governor in Council of Fort St. George 
has deemed it to be proper at this time to establish a Court of 
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Tozdarry Adaulut for the Provinoos of Malabar, Canara, and 
Soonda Bala ghaut, and has appointed Mr. Robert Rickards, Mr. John 
iStraohey and Mr. Boilby Hodgson to bo Judges of the said Pozdarry 
Adaulut. It is therefore pubhshed and proclaimed by the authority 
of the Governor in Council aforesaid, that the said Judgo.s have been 
empowered and directed to proceed to the trial of all persons who 
are now confined or who may hereafter be confined in the said 
province.s for Criminal offences according to tho several regulations 
of tho British Government in such oases provided. 

Whereas the said Court of Poujdarry Adaulut has been esta¬ 
blished as aforesaid ; and whereas tho internal state of Malabar still 
requires that no doubt or uncertainty should exist in the mind of the 
people with re.speot to tho power and authority vested in the said 
Court. It is fiu'ther published, proclaimed by authority of the 
Governor in Council that the powers of the said Court of Poujdarry 
Adaulut are limited, and exclusively confined to Criminal matters, 
and that the said Court possesses no jurisdiction whatever over any 
Civil suit or any case connected with the administration of the 
Revenue. Wherefore it is accordingly published and proclaimed 
that all matters of dispute respecting property or Civil wrongs or the 
administration of the Revenue wdll ooirtinuo a.s heretofore to bo 
decided by the Principal Collector, and tho Subordinate Collectors, 
who alone are empowered and authorized to take cognizance of such 
Civil and Revenue cases that no change whatever has been made in 
the powers and authority vested in the Principal Collector in oonse- 
quonoe of tho establishment of the Court of Poujdarry Adaulut {.sic) 
possess no controul or authority over the said Principal Collector, 
but that all the powers and authoritie,s heretofore vested in the said 
Pi'inoipal Collector are still enjoyed and exercised in tho same com¬ 
plete and ample manner, as if tho said Coiu't of Poujdarry Adaulut 
had not been established.

Articles of Agreement made and entered into by Major Maoaulay, 
Resident at Travanoore for and on behalf of the Honohrablb 
English East India Company on the one part, and Vayloo 
Tomby, Dewan of His Highness the Rajah of Travanoore for 
and on behalf of his said Highnass and liis successors on the 
other part, viz. 

Article Ist— In conformity with the eighth Artieleof the Treaty 
■subsisting Iiotween the Honourable Company and Hi,s Highness the 
Rajah of Travanoore, whereby the pepper contraot witli the Com¬ 
pany is rendered perpetual, but liable to occasional modifioations, 
it is hereby oonoludcd and agreed that the following modifications 
of that contract shall take elfeot from the date of the signature 
hereof, subjoot however to the confirmation of the Honourable 
the Governor in Counoil of Bombay. 

Article 2nd.- -The Rajah of Travanoore binds himself and his 
successors to deliver to the said Company eaoh jmar for five suooes- 
sive years three thou.sancl candies (3,000) of oloan popper (the 
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oanily being of 560 pounds weighi) at tho rate of one hundred and 
twenty-flvo Bombay rupees for eaoh candy, exclusive of two rupees 
customs for each, tlje deliveries to take place between tho 10th of 
Februa;,-y and lOlh of May of each year, under a penalty of eigbty- 
foiu rupees and two-thii'ds for each candy of popper short delivered. 
The delivorio.s to bo made into tlie Company’s warehouses at Quilon ' 
and Anjengo into tho hands of such officers as tlie Company may 
appoint, 2,060 oandie.s to be deliveredat Quilon and 350 at Anjengo. 

Articles 3 and 4 -were amended by a subsequent contract —vide 
No. COXLVl. 

Article 5Tn. Tlie reolprocal dolivories of pepper and cloths 
under this modification of tho pepper contract to oorainonoe on 
the lOtli day of February next onsuing, and to terminate on tho 
loth of May 1808 of the Christian ora, in witne.ss of which wc, the 
subscribing parties, have signed and sealed two copies of this agree¬ 
ment and have intorohangod the same. Done at Travanoore this 
20th day of July I 803, corresponding to tlie 12th day of Malabar 
month Karkadakam 978.

Whereas artiole.s of Agreement for the modifloation of the pepper 
contract betwooii tho Honourable East India Company and tlie 
Rajah of Travancore were made and entered into on the 28th day 
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of Julyla.st subject to the oorifiriiuvtion of tho Honourable the 
Governor in Council of Bombay and Avhereas that Government on 
behalf of tho Honourable Company has recommonded some altera¬ 
tions in the terms and tonor of those aiticle.s, it is hereby agreed 
between Major C. Macaulay, Resident at Travanoore on tho part of 
the East India Company, and by Vayloo Tomby, Dowan to the Rajah 
of Travanoore, on tho part of Ills Highnes.s that sonio of the 
aforesaid articles of agreement shall be amended in manner 
following, viz. 

In the second article of tho agveeraont of tho 2()th of July last 
it was stipulated that tho deliveries of popper into tho warobou.so,s 
of tho Company wore to tako place between the 10th of February 
and 10th of May of each year, it is now agreed that the period for 
dolivcrics shall bo from tho 10th of February untd the 10th of April 
in eaoli year during tho eontinuanee of the contract and that the 
rate of ono hundred and twenty-seven rupoos to be paid for each 
candy of jroppor shall bo opnsidorod as inolusivo of every other 
oxponso whatsoevor. 

It is further .stipulated and agreed that tho third article .shall he 
airionded and .stand as follows ;— 

“ Should any poppor oxcoeding tho quantity of .3,000 candies 
bo produced in Travanoore in any year during tlio eontinuanee of 
the agrooment, the Rajah of Travanoore consents to deliver at the 
Company’s warehouses in Quilon such surplus jrroducc (wi'h tho 
exception onl}' of seven Inmdied and fifty oaiid’e.s which the Rajah 
reserves for his own uses) at tho .same rate and on the same condi¬ 
tions as is fixed for tho ostablisl-ed contract by tho preceding 
article.” 

It is also stipulated and agreed that tho fourth article shall be 
amended and stand as follows :— 

“ The Rajah agrees to receive in part payment for the said 
pejipor the undermeationed articles at the usual prioe.s for which 
ho has boon debited heretofore, namely, .lOO stand of arms complete, 
50 oandies of lead, 230 yards of scarlet broad cloth, superfine, 
1,130 ditto, fiuo, 20,630 yards of rod purpet, 1,500 yards of blue 
ditto, 750 yards of yellow ditto, and 500 yards of green ditto; the 
above articles to be delivered annually at Anjengo between tho 
10th of Fobruavy and tho lOth of Ajcril (with tho oxoejrtion of the 
arms and lead which the Rajah consouts to receive when oonvenient) 
or in failure thereof the Company to forfeit a penalty of double 
the cost of the articles deficient.”

Supplementary Treaty for adjusting an exchange of certain districts 
between the English East India Company Bahadoob, and 
His Highness Maharajah Mysore Kishna Rajah 
O oDiAVER Bahadoob, Rajah of Mysore, 

Whoi'eas it is provided by the 15th article of tlie treaty of Mj'soro 
that if occasion sliould require certain interchange of territory 
should be made between tbo Honourable Company and His High¬ 
ness ; and whereas it has now become expedient, upon tlie prinoiple 
of mutual oonvonience, tliat certain districts belonging to the 
said English East India Company Bahadoor should be exchanged 
for other districts of equal value belonging to the .said Maharajah 
Mysore Ki,shna Rajah Oodiavor Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore; 
wherefore a .sujjploinontary treaty, for the adjustment of the inter¬ 
change of the .said districts, is now concliKl(!d on the one part by 
Josiah Wobbo, Esq., in the name and on behalf of the Mo.st Noble 
Richard Marquis Wellesley, K.P., Governor-General for all affairs 
Civil and Milit.ary of the British nation in India, by virtue of full 
powers vested in him for thi.s purpose by the said Richard Marquis 
WoUesloy, Governor-General, and on the other part by Maharajah 
Mysore Ki.sliua Rajah Oodiavor Bahadoor, Rajah of Mysore, in 
his own behalf. 

Article 1.—It is agreed and stipulated that the following 
interchange of districts shall take place between the contraetinK 
parties, viz., that the di.striots belonging to Maharajah Mysore 
Kishna Rajah Oodiavor Bahadoor, contained in .schedule A, 
hereunto annexed, sliall bo ceded to the English East India Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor, who in lieu thereof, shall cede to tbo said Maharajah 
Bahadoor the districts contained in schedule B, hereunto annexed, 
This supplementary treaty oon,si.stlng of one article, with two 
sohedules annexed, have been settled and oonohided on thi.s 29tli 
day of December, Anno Domini 1803, oorrosponding to the 14th 
day of Ruzan, Anno Hegiroe 1218, and to the lOtb day of the month

Executed the following Lease of Cootadilly Farm to the Linouibt 
with his counterpart subjoined. 

These are to certify that I, the Eesident, have granted and by 
these Presents do grant on the part of the Honourable United Com¬ 
pany of Merchants of England, trading to the Ea.st Indies, unto 
Estevao Dias Eernandez, Linguist, inhabitant of Anjengo and to his 
heirs and assigns the farm of Cottadilly for and during the term 
of fourteen years to commence from this 12th day of September 
1804 inclusive, be or they paying unto the aforesaid Honourable 
United Company of Mercliants of England, traiUng to the East Indies, 
tlie annual rent of one thousand six hundred and thirty-five (1,638) 
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Bombay rupees, he or they being at the whole expense on account of 
it and binding himself and his heirs and assigns not to impose any 
enhanced rate of collection on the cultivators, and it is agreed 
between the -aid Resident and Estevao Dias Eernandez that the 
said Estevao Dias Fernandez shall keep the farm in good order and 
condition taking special care that no cattle damage or destroy the 
young cocoanut plants, and that further he shall constantly keep 
covered with earth or sand the roots of the old trees, for want of 
which precaution in former times many of their roots were above 
ground, which not only renders them liable to bo blown down by 
every sudden gust of wind, but must naturally occasion their 
producing smaller fruit and in less abundance. 

In witness whereof I, the Resident, have hereunto set my hand 
and the seal of the Resident of Anjengo this 12th day of September 
in the year of Our Lord 1804.

BLF, English East India Company Bahadoor and the 

Maharajah Ram Rajah Bahadoor, Rajah of Travancoio. 

Whereas the Treaty concluded in the year 1795 between the 
Honourable Company ofMerchants of England, trading to the East 
Indies, and his late Highness, the Rajah of Travancoro. was intended 
to defend and protect the Travancore country against foreign 
enemies ; and to strengthen and fix (he terms of the ancient friend- 
ship and alliance subsisting between the Company and the Rajah of 
Travancoro; and whereas it is evident that Iho intentions 
of the contracting parties have not been duly fulfilled; and wbci eas 
the said Company and the Rajah of Travancore have judged it 
expedient that additional provisions should at this time be made 
for the purpose of supplying the defects in the said Tieaty, and of 
establishing the connection between the said contracting parties 
on a permanent basis of security in all times to come ; therefore 
in order to carry into effect the said intentions the present Treaty 
is concluded by Lieutenant-Colonel Colin Macaulay, the Resident 
at Travancore, on the part and in the name of His Excellency, 
the Most Noble Marquis Wellesley, K.T. and K.C., Governor- 
General in Council of all the British possessions in tlie East Indies, 
and by His Highness, theRajah of Ti'avancore, for himself, agreeably 
to the following articles, which sliall be binding on the oonti acting 
parties a long as Ihe sun and moon shall endure. 

Abttoli! 2nd, —Whereas by the .seventh article of the Treaty con¬ 
cluded in the year 1795—between the Ram Rajah Bahadoor and the 
English East India Company Bahadoor it was stipulated “ thai when 
the Company shall require any aid of tlie troops to assist them in 
■war, it shall be incumbent on the said reigning Rajah for the time 
being to furnish such aid, to such extent and in such numbers as may 
be in his power, from his regular infantry and cavalry exclusive of the 
native Nayars of his country ” and the Company bemg now willing 
entirely to release the Rajah from the obligation incurred under the 
said stipulation ; it is hereby concluded and agreed that the Bam 
Rajah Bahadoor is for ever discharged from the aforesaid burden¬ 
some obligation. 

Article 3kd. —In consideration of the stipulation and ■ eloase 
contained in the fir.st and second articles, whereby the Company 
beoome.s liable to heavy and constant expense while great relief is 
afforded to the finances of the Rajah, His Highness engages o pay 
annually to the said Compa ny a sum equivalent to the expense of one 
regiment of Native Infantry in addition to the sum now payable 
for the force subsidised by the third article of the Subsidiary Treaty 
of 1795 ; the said amount to be paid in six equal instalments to 
commence fi'om the 1st day of January 1806 ; and His said Highness 
further agrees that the disposal of the said sum, together with the 
arrangement and employment of the troop.s to bo maintained by it, 
whether stationed within the Travancore country or within the 
Company’s limits, shall be left entirely to the Company. 
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Article 10th.— This Treaty consisting of ten articles, being this 
day, the 12th day of January 1805, settled and concluded at the 
fortress ' of Teeroovanandapoorain in Travancoro, etc.

Three months have now elapsed since the troop.s entered the 
district of Wynaad, at which period the inhabitants were genei'ally 
invited ' to return to their homes and accept of tho pardon, which was 
liberally and, excepting the four particularized rebels,without reserve, 
offered by tho Honourable Company’s Government in order that a 
proper degree of confidence might be infused amongst them even 
after they had continued in rebellion for a series of years, the inhabi¬ 
tants were at tho same time informed that an adequate number of 
troops would be ultimately stationed in tho district for the particular 
pu pove of protecting the well disposed and for the apprehension 
of any person or per.sons, who might be inclined to disturb it, and 
although it is pleasing to observe that I he body of the inhabitants, 
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sensiblo of their true intereatB and anxious to restore tranquillity 
to their native country, which has so long been labouring under 
the influence of a sot of lawless and merciless men, have returned 
to their homes and testified a determination to assist as far as lays 
in their power in the restoration of peace and good order, there 
is still every reason to believe that some evil-minded men, who have 
experienced the generosity of Government and who are now residing 
happily and unmolested with their families, are not only conniving 
at the entrance and residence of the enemies to Government in their 
particular districts, but that they are also supplying them ivith 
provisions, arms, ammunition. It i.s therefore hereby made hnoivn 
to all the inhabitants of Wynaad that from this date whatever 
person is suspected of being acquainted with the entrance of any 
rebel or party of rebels into the district wherein he resides without 
giving the speediest information thereof to the Officer Commanding 
the Troops nearest at hand or having furnished them with arms, 
ammunition or provisions, will be considered an enemy to the Hon¬ 
ourable Company’s Government, bo brought to trial before a Military 
Court and tho guilt being proved will be punished without any 
further process. It is further made known that whatsoever person 
excepting by the permission of Government, is found in arms from 
this date will bo tried by a Military Court and immediately puniehed.

The Government of Bombay having represented to us, that in 
view to the bettor supply of the dockyard at Bombay with timber 
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and also to tho regulation of the timber trade on that side of tlie 
peninsula, it is desirable that the superintendence of the forests of 
Malabar and the control of the timber trade of that province 
should be vested in them, and as it is of the highest national impor¬ 
tance that every effort should be made to enable ns to avail ourselveg 
of these resouroos not only for the supply of the local wants of 
Bombay, but also for tho construction of ships of war for tlie Royal

PROCLAMATION. 

Official intelligence has been received of the death of Kerula 
Wanna of Cotiote, commonly styled the Pyohy Rajah, who has so long 
opposed in arms the Honourable Company’s authority in Malabar. 
The Phyche Rajah fell in an attack on his party by a detachment of 
the Honourable Company’s Forces in Wynad on tho mornmg of the 
1st instant". The customary ceremony was n.llowed to bo observed 
at his funeral. 

The punishment which has at length been now brought upon the 
Pyohy Rajah and lately upon his many principal adherents in 
Cotiote and other districts, must tend to convince the minds of the 
other Rajahs and several inhabitants in Malabar that wanton 
rebellion against the e.stablished authority of Government is sure 
cither sooner or later to meet with its just reward. Such a conviction 
and that their comfort and hapiness are inseparably connected with 
the tranquillity of tho country will no doubt duly influence the future 
conduct of the inhabitants of Malabar and continue to .stimulate 
thorn (as so frequently on late occasions) to unite then- own efforts 
with those of tho servants of Government and terminate all public 
disturbers of the peace. 

The many instances of moderation and forbearance, which have 
been shown to public offenders in Malabar and of which the late Pychy 
Rajah is well known to have been the most cojispicuous instance, have 
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fully manifested the benevolence, which always animated the 
British Government in wishing to reclaim by mercy and lenient 
treatment those who through delusion or false principles have been 
led away into error. Unfortunately a misconstruction has often 
been placed upon the motives which have actuated such conduct 
and what has proceeded upon the benign wish to reform and pro¬ 
duce good has been attributed to pusillanimous appreliension in 
Government and produced the very worst of consequences. Such 
baneful impressions as these, inspired and fomented by tho turbulent 
rebel chieftains, who at that time excited (but who have since suffered 
for their temerity), dissuaded the two nephews of the late Pychy 
Bajah from following the advice of submitting to tho Company’s 
authority recommended to them in a joint proclamation published 
by the Principal Collector and Commanding Officer in Malabar 
under date of tho 24th September 1803 and notwithstanding these 
princes have been since formally prescribed and reward.s offered 
for their seizure in a proclamation published in the district of 
Wynaad bearing date the 16th June 1806, it is still tho wish of tho 
Honourable Company’s Government in Malabar, since no one remains 
now to delude their well disposed minds by evil counsels, to reclaim 
them from the error of their past conduct and restore them to their 
allegiance. 

The Principal Collector has duly consulted on this subject with 
the present Commanding Officer in the Province with whose con¬ 
currence he now issues tho present proclamation, which is intended 
to notify to the aforesaid nephews of the late P 3 'chy Bajah that if 
they send to any of the constituted authorities in Malabar offering 
to submit to the Government, they shall be re-admitted to its protec¬ 
tion. Tins proclamation to have effect during sixty days from this 
date, within wliioh period should the nephews not have made their 
submissions the proclamation issued in Wynaad under the 16th 
Jime 1805 referred to above will continue in force.

Kararnamah or Agreement entered into between the Honourable 
Company’s Government and Kobikorte Mauna Wicrama 
Samooby Rajah of the Nedyeruppa Suruwum for himself 
and his family, defining the conditions on which the Mali- 
khana they have heretofore enjoyed is confirmed to them in 
perpetuity. 

Whereas kararnamahs or agreements were signed and executed 
between James Stevens, Esq., Supravisor of tho Province of Malabar, 
under the authority vested in him by the Honourable tho Governor 
n Council of Bombay on the one part, and by certain Malabar 
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Rajahs and Chieftains on the other part. Wherein it was among 
other stipulations agreed, that for the term of five years commenoing 
on the 1st of Kanny 970 M.8., one-fifth share of the net collections of 
certain districts should be on certain conditions paid annually for 
the said period of five years to Korikate Mauna Wiokram Samoory 
Rajah, out of the revenues accruing to the Company’s Government. 

And whereas the said term of five years so stipulated is now and 
has been long since expired and the conditions of the said kararna- 
mahs or agreements consequently void and of no effect and no per¬ 
manent settlement of the revenues of Malabar having since been 
carried into practice, the Malikhana to the several Rajahs has been 
continued by the free bounty of the Company’s Government on the 
basis of the aforesaid kararnamahs or agreements. And whereas the 
jurisdiction of the Province of Malabar having been transferred to 
the Government of Port St. George, the Principal CoUeotor has 
received the orders of the Right Honourable the Governor in Council 
to fix one general assessment of land revenue throughout the Pro¬ 
vince of Malabar on certain principles. And whereas the proposed 
assessment may in its operation ’ reduce the amount of jumma upon 
certain districts in particular, or upon the whole province in 
general. Whereby the usual Malikhana of five per cent on the 
jumma may be diminished in certain oases to the prejudice of the 
comforts of the Rajahs and their families, contrary to the benevolent 
intentions of the Company’s Government towards the Rajahs of 
Malabar. 

And for as much as some of the younger branches of certain 
Kowilgums have at several times forgotten their duties of aUegianoe 
to the Company’s Government, and have in some instances fomented 
and excited disturbances in the country, and some are at this 
moment in actual hostility and rebellion against the Government, 
and it is expedient to use every precaution to avert such evils in all 
time to come. But whereas the Company’s Government are in 
its justice disposed to pardon the former errors of the few (the crimes 
of open hostility and rebellion excepted) in consideration of the 
allegiance and commendable demeanour of the majority of the 
members of the different Kowilgums in Malabar. 

Wherefore the Right Honourable the Governor in Council of Fort 
St. George has deemed it expedient to authorize and direct the 
Principal Collector in Malabar to frame and conclude new stipula¬ 
tions and agreements of one general form and tenor of the most 
solemn and binding nature to comprehend and provide for all and 
singular of the premises. 

In pursuance therefore of the said determination of the Govern¬ 
ment in virtue of powers specially vested in me to this end by 
authority of the Right Honourable the Governor in Council of 
Port St. George, I, Thomas Warden, Principal Collector in the

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Province of Malabar, do hereby stipulate and agree in the name of 
the Honourable United East IncUa Company with Korikote Mauna 
Wickram Rajah of the Nefliyeruppa Suruwum for himself and his 
heirs for ever in manner and form following 

Auticle L— Clause 1st.—From and after the 1st day of Kanny 
982 M.S. or 15th September 1806 the Malikana or allowance to the 
several Rajoums, Kovilghuma and Chieftains in Malabar shall be 
calculated at 20 per cent upon the gross Jurama of the Land Reve¬ 
nue of the year 976 ' (after deducting 10 per cent for charges) being 
the Jumma to which the amount of the assessment was reduced 
by a Proclamation under the signature of the Acting Principal 
Collector bearing date the 11th March 1803, corresponding with the 
30th of Koombhum 978 (M.S.). And in order to obviate all future 
doubts as to the true meaning and extent of this clause, the names

Clause 2nd.—All existing agreements made under the sanction 
of the different administrations of the Province of Malabar relative 
to the distribution of the one-fifth share or Malikhana among the 
Rajahs, Members and others of the several Rajeums are hereby 
recognized and confirmed; and the several shares shall bo recover¬ 
able by process in the Civil Courts of Judicature existing or which 
may be established in the Province of Malabar. 

Clause 3rd.—In like manner it shall be competent to the several 
Rajahs, under sanction of the Company’s Civil officers having duo 
authority to form separate stipulations with the members and fami¬ 
lies of the Rajeums, for the ffivision of the shares, which shall, in 
this case, be recoverable in the Courts of Law as specified in clause 
the second of this Article. 

Article II.—The amount of the Malikhana ns fixed by this 
instrument shall be payable in quarterly equal instalments at the 
Cutoherry of the Principal Collector, or of the CoUeotor of the Zillah 
os the case may be.

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Article III.—To ensure a due degree of subordination among the 
Junior members of the different Kowilgums and of the latter upon 
the principal one, the instalments of Malikhaiia -shall be payable 
only to the receipt of the Senior Member of each Eajeum, unless it 
shall be otherwise determined by competent authority of the 
Company’s Civil officers. 

Article IV.—The Malikhana a.s hereby fixed shall be considered 
as the seourity for the good and dutiful behaviour towards the 
Company’s Clovernment of each and every member of the Eajeum 
or family to which it may now and hereafter bo payable. 

Clause Ist.^That is to say, if any Senior Rajah having the sole 
management of the Malikhana of his family shall at any time receive 
a summons from any Collector or Judge or other competent authority 
requiring the personal appearance of any subordinate member of his 
family to answer to any matter or thing which may he cognizable 
by the Criminal Courts in Malabar ; which matter or thing is to be 
distinctly specified in the summons, and if within a certain period, 
which shall he also specified in the summons, the said Senior Rajah 
shall not have delivered up the person of the said member of his 
family, or have given satisfactory proof of his inability to produce 
the said person, then the whole of the Malikhana, which would bo 
payable to that Rajeum in all its branches, shall be forfeited to 
Government for over. 

Provided that any Junior member or family of such Rajeum 
may, upon establishing to the satisfaction of the local authority of 
Govornraont his individual innocence of all concern in the matters 
charged against hi.s relative and his inability to co-operate success¬ 
fully in securing his person, make application through such local 
authority to Government for the special indulgence of a continuance 
of Ms or her share. 

Clause 2iid.—In like manner when the shares have been 
regularly distributed among the different Rajahstaanums and 
Kovilguins by due authority as specified in clauses second and third 
of Article I, then such summons as aforesaid shall issue to the Senior 
Rajah of the particular Kolghum of which tlie person of any member 
may bo required ; in tlii.s case the share allotted to such Kolghum, 
and whatever else the members thereof may otherwise independantly 
receive of the Malikhana, shall be in the first instance sequestered 
in the event of an unsatisfactory return to such summons. 

Clause .3rd.—But in the event of the summons requiring the 
person of the Senior or managing Rajah of any Kovilgum, then it 
shall be directed to the Senior Member of the Suruwum or Rajeum, 
and the whole Malikhana thereof shall bo tlie security as in clause 
first of this article. 

Article V.—Counterparts of this instrument are signed and 
interchanged between Thomas Warden, Principal Collector of

Extracts from the Convention between Great Britain and 
Eranob, signed at London, tho 7th March 1815. 
(Translation.) 

1.—His Most Christian Majesty engages to farm to the British 
Government in India the exclusive right to purchase, at a fair and 
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equitable price to be regulated by that which the said Govornmont 
shall have paid for salt in the districts in the vicinity of the French 
Possessions on the Coast.s of Coromandel and Orixa, respectively, the 
salt that may be manufactured in the said Possessions subject, how¬ 
ever, to a reservation of the quantity that the Agents of His Most 
Christian Majesty shall deem requisite for tlie domestic use and 
consumption of the inhabitants thereof, and upon the condition thai 
tile British Government shall deliver in Bengal to the Agents of 
His Most Christian Majesty the quantity of salt, that maybe judged 
necessary for the consumption of the inhabitants of Chandernagore, 
reference being had to the population of the said Settlement, such 
delivery to be mode at the price which the British Government 
shall have paid for the said article. 

3. —It is understood that the Salt Works in the Possession! 
belonging to His Most Christian Majesty shall bo and remain under 
the direction and administration of the Agents of His said Majesty. 

4. —With a view to the effectual attainment of the objects in the 
contemplation of the High Contracting Parties, His Most Christian 
Majesty engages to establish in his Possessions on the Coasts of 
Coromandel and Orixa, and at Chandernagore in Bengal, nearly the 
«ome price for salt, as that at which it shall be sold by the British 
Government in the vicinity of each of the said PoBsessions. 

7. —In the event of any restriction being imposed upon the 
exportation of saltpetre, the subjects of His Most Christian Majesty 
shall nevertheless be allowed to export that article to the extent of 
eighteen thousand maunds. 

8. —His Most Christian Majesty, ivith a view of preserving the 
harmony subsisting between the two nations, having engaged by the 
12th article of the Treaty concluded at Paris on tlie 30th May 1814, 
not to erect any fortifications in the establishments to he restored to 
him by the said Treaty, and to maintain no greater number of 
troops than may be necessary for the purposes of Police, His 
Britannic Majesty, on his part in order to give every security to 
the subjects of His Most Christian Majesty residing in India, enga¬ 
ges, if any time there sliould arise between the High Contracting 
Parties, any misunderstanding or rupture (which God forbid) not 
to consider or treat as prisoners of war those persons, who belong 
to the Civil Establisliments of His Most Christian Majesty in India, 
nor the officers, non-commissioned officers, or Soldiers, who, accord¬ 
ing to tlie terms of tlie said Treaty, shall be necessary for the main¬ 
tenance of the Police in the said establishments, and to allow them 
to remain three months to settle their personal affairs and also to 
grant them the necessary facilities and moans of conveyance to 
France with their families and private property. 

His Britannic Majesty further engages to permit the subjects of 
His Most Christian Majesty in India to continue their residence and 
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commerce so long as they shall conduct themselves peaceably and 
shall do nothing contrary to the Laws and Regulations of the 
Government. 

But in case their conduct should render them suspected, and the 
British Government should judge it necessary to order them to quit 
India, they shall be allowed the period of six months to retire, with 
their effects and property to France or to any other country they 
may choose. At the same time it is to be understood that this 
favour is not to be extended to those who may act contrary to the 
Laws and Regulations of the British Government. 

9.—All Europeans and others whosoever against whom Judicial 
proceedings shall be instituted within the limits of the Settlements or 
Factories belonging to His Most Christian Majesty, for offbnoes com¬ 
mitted or for debts contracted, within the said limits and who shall 
take refuge out of the same, shall be delivered up to the Chiefs of the 
said Settlements and Factories, and all Europeans and others 
whosoever against whom Judicial proceedings, as aforesaid, shall be 
instituted without the said limits, and who shall take refuge within 
the same, shall bo delivered up by the Chiefs of the said Settle¬ 
ments and Factories, upon demand being made of them by the 
British Government.

This is to give notice that in consequence of peace being made 
between the English and French Nations as proclaimed on the 
establishment of Mahe, which formerly 

belonged to the French Power, is in conformity to the orders from 
the Presidency this day restored. The particulars of the boundaries 
are as follows :—^Prom the flagstaff now erected at Mahe due south 
as far as the south of the Tekkola AUietta Paramba; from thence 
due east to Cooroopan Chapa; from thence due north to Paraoola 
Caddawandy Kenaka Tyoola Paramba; and from thence due 
west to the flagstaff (Point), which boundaries have been duly 
delivered. On defining these boundaries and delivering up the 
territory within the boundary, many people being present no 
difference can arise; but these boundaries are only fixed until 
further orders of Government. Within the aforesaid boundaries 
aU matters are to be referred to Mr. Menesse appointed on the part 
of the French Government whose orders in these cases are to be 
obeyed, but all revenue matters are until some other person is 
appointed to be continued on the system which at present prevails 
and the revenue paid to the Parbutty as before.

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Baid plantation, has this day become bound towards the said 
Honourable Company to the fulfilment of the following articles of 
agreement, viz :— 

1. —Whereas the Right Honourable the Governor In Council of 
Fort St, George on behalf of the said East India Company having 
been pleased to grant to the said Murdock Brown a lease of 99 years 
of the Honourable Company’s Randaterra Plantation, as made 
over to him by the Principal Collector of Malabar, Major William 
MacLeod, in the year 1802 (consisting of the five tarrahs or deshuras 
of Mooringury, Mamba, Cameat, Anjarakandy, and Palery to¬ 
gether with a strip of land situated on the opposite side of the 
Anjarakandy river in Cotiote, bounded by the Dyke of ten feet in 
height constructed in the year 1800 for the defence of the plan¬ 
tation and containing about 40 acres of land). Murdock Brown 
does hereby bind and obUgo himself, his heirs and assigns to the 
dne payment and discharge of the Revenue of the aforesaid lands 
amounting to the annual sum' of Rs. (2,2,57-2-0) by such kists or 
instalments as the Collector of Malabar may from time to time 

2. —When a new survey' of the land revenue of Malabar shall 
take place, Murdock Brown for himself, his heirs, and assigns, does 
hereby bind and oblige himself to pay the new revenue thereon to bo 
assessed at the same rates aa the same species of land and produc¬ 
tions of the district shall be then assessed. 

3. —Whereas according to the original plan and agreement 
between Murdock Brown to the Honourable the Governor of 
Bombay in the year 1797, the extent of the plantation was fixed 
at 2,000 acres of arable land, and whereas within the said five 
tarrahs (the w'hole arable land of which does not exceed 2,000 acres) 
918 acres consist of land occupied by inhabitants and paying 
revenue, it shall be lawful for Murdock Brown to purchase witli the 
consent of the inhabitants, all or any part of the said 918 acres, 
such purchase.s being duly registered in the Collector’s cutoherry 
or in the Court of Zillah (and it is thereby understood that all 
and every part of the land of the said five tarrahs, with the excep¬ 
tion of the said occupied huid now paying revenue is the property 
of Murdock Brown under the said lease). 

4,—It shall be lawful for the said Honourable Company to 
prohibit Murdock Broivn, Ifis heirs or assigns, from piu-chasuig 
occupied lands from the inhabitants but in that case the said 
Honourable Company shall be bound to put the said Murdock 
Brown, his heirs or assigns, in possession of an equal extent of 
unoccupied arable land (not exceeding 918 acres) in the vicinity, 
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»t the time of such prohibition being signified to him, and ho shall 
hold such land on the same terms and conditions as the rest of th« 
plantation. 

5.—At the expiration of the lease it shall remain at the option 
of Government to resume the lands thus leased, on repaying to the 
lawful owner the sums paid to the natives lor their Jenra and 
Koodima Neer, rights and the products on them, when purchased. 
An account of tlie sums bo expended until the Ist of July 1802 was 
delivered to the Collector, Major Maoljeod, and what may hence¬ 
forward be purchased shall be paid for agreeably to the sums 
specified in the respective registers of the deeds. 

0.—.Whereas the said Murdock Brown for himself, his heirs and 
assigns, did in the year 1802 offer and agree to pay for the purchase 
of the said plantation, the amount expended, until that period 
on it, by the Honourable Company with certain deductions agreed 
to by the Right Honourable, the then Governor in Council of Fort 
St. George, and whereas the total destruction of all the buildings and 
nearly all the productive vines and ooffoo trees, in the year 1803 
by the Riobels from Cotioto, put it out of the power of Murdock 
Brown to fulfil the agreement then entered into and induced the 
Government to grant a further extension of term for the payment 
of the sums duo by Murdock Brown as aforesaid and also to take 
under their consideration what reductions ought to be allowed to 
Murdock Browni for the heavy losses and destructions suffered by 
him, from the incursion of the rebels aforesaid, and whereas the 
Right Honourable the Governor in Council after recoiving the 
reports of the Collector of Malabar, and Board of Revenue on the 
subject of remissions to he granted to Murdock Brown has thought 
fit to refer the same to the Honourable the Court of Directors for 
their final decision. Be it further known that Murdock Brown 
having already paid two instalments 10,000 rupees each on that 
account does hereby bind himself, hi.? heirs, executors and assigns 
to pay to the Honourable Company such farther sum in final dis¬ 
charge of his debt, and by such instalments, as the .said Honourable 
Court in their wisdom, shall determine, deducting therefrom the 
value of the goods delivered to the Honourable Company’s Commer¬ 
cial Resident in Mahe, agreeably to the account delivered to the 
Principal Collector, Major William MacLeod in 1802. 

7.—Murdock Brown, the occupant of the plantation, shall at 
all times conform to all lawful orders issued to him under the 
authority of Government or of its officers.

Extracts from the Convention between the Govbenmbnts oy 
Madbas and Pondiohebby, signed at Pondicherry on the 13th 
day of May 1818. 

1. —The manufacture of salt shall cease through the whole of the 
French BstabHEhments in India during the contmuanoe of the 
Honourable Company’s present Charter, 

2. —The French Government guarantee the strict observance 
of the above stipulation and the further adoption of all such mea¬ 
sures as depend upon them for insuring the effectual prevention 
of the contraband trade in salt. 

3. —The Madras Government engages to pay to the French 
Government as an indemnification to the proprietors of the salt¬ 
pans, the sum of four thousand Star Pagodas per annum during 
the contmuance of the Honourable Company’s present Charter, if 
this convention be ultimately ratified. 

6. —The British Government engages to deliver such a quantity 
of salt as shall be requisite for the domestic use and consumption 
of the inhabitants of the French Settlements in India, the purchase, 
delivery, and subsequent sale of the said quantity being regulated 
according to the stipulations contained in Article 1st, 2nd and 4th 
of the convention of the 7th March 1815. 

7. —The present convention shall be ratified and exchanged with 
the least possible delay.

1. —The Assistant CoUootor in Malabar (II. W. Kensington, 
Esq,, under the authority of J. Vaughan, Esq., Principal CoUoctor 
and Magistrate of South Malabar) on behalf of the Government 
of Fort St. George as aforesaid, and Veneat Row, Dewan Paishcar, 
on tho other part of the Travanoore Sirkar doth hereby covenant 
and agree to let, rent or lease, aU that part of tho district of South 
Malabar commonly knorvn by tho name of Changacherry for the 
term of twenty-four years commencing on this day (vi^., 13th July 
1822) and ending on the 12th July 1816, to the Travanoore Sirkar 
for tho sum of Rupees two thousand five hundred and seven per 
annum payable each year into tho Collector’s Treasury at Cochin 
in one payment or kist at the end of the fusly the 13th July of one 
yeat to the 12th July of the following year inclusive or from whatever 
date the fusly may commence and end in coins current at Caliouti 

2. —In ooirsideration whereof all rents, customs, junkume, 
profits and produce accruing from tho said rented premises of all 
denominations whatsoever are hereby declared to become the solo 
property of the Travancore Sirkar during the full and entire period 
of twenty-four years, as aforesaid. 

3. —It is also further declared that the inhabitants residing 
within the limits of the said village of Changacherry, of all castes 
and descriptions whatsoever, shall continue to be under the pro- 
tootion of the British Government in all oases of a Civil or Police 
nature. 

4. —It is clearly to be understood that with the exception of the 
introduction of tho monopoly of the sales of tobacco and spirits, the 
Travanoore Sirkar or its Agents are prohibited from imposing new 
taxes, levying unusual duties, or arbitrary exactions of any kind 
on the inhabitants of Changacherry, and that an attempt to do 
so by the Travancore Sircar will iorfeit all claim to a oontmuanco 
of the farm. 

6. The PoUcG Establishment at ChangaohoiTy arc to afford 
every aid and support to the servants of the farm in the detection 
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of frauds or attempts to introduce into Chungaoherry any of the 
articles under Government monopoly and in the collection of the 
revenue of the village.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your Secretary’s 
letter of the 3rd October (494) reporting on the claim of the Bebee 
of Cannanore to compensation for the loss of the Amondeve 
Islands. ‘ As the Bebee was in alliance with Tippu Sultan, the 
enemy of the British, and as Tippu took the Islands from her and 
gave her a compensation for them by the grant of a part of the 
Cherioal Rajah’s lands which he recovered on the downfall of the 
Sultan’s power, the Governor in Council considers her claim to 
consist entirely of the liberal disposition evinced towards her by 
the Honourable the Coint of Directors and in no degree to be 
founded on right. As she declined to avail herself of the proposal 
made to her in consequence of the Honourable Court’s instructions 
up to the 27th of June last, the Governor in Council is of opinion 
that it is only from that date that she should be allowed to reap 
the benefit of it. You will accordingly instruct the Principal 
CoUeotor to propose to her from that date to abate the revenue 
payable by her to the Company in the sum of fifteen hundred 
(1,500) Pagodas per annum if she will be willing to accept of that 
compensation for the Amendevi Islands.

support of the mosque and establishment of Syecl Ally Hady at. 
Quilaiidi to be continued as long as the institution is kept up on 
a proper footing and is found to be bcnefioial to that portion of tho 
public, which has heretofore been accustomed to rosort to it for 
lodging, entertainment or religious pm-poses. 

The Right Honourable tho Governor in Council is also pleased 
to authorize the Principal Collector of Malabar to disbur,3e the .sum 
of (2,000) two thousand rupioos in placing the buildings in a state of 
repair. 

Tho Magamahs' from wbioli the institution at Qiiilandi originally 
derived its chief support having been clearly shown, to have been a 
voluntary contribution on tho part of tho merchants, the Right 
Honourable the Governor in Council cannot recognize any claim 
to arrears of the annual allowance of 1,800 rupees now granted.

PROCLAMATION OF WAR WITH COOEQ IN 1834. 

The oonduct of tho Kajali of Goorg has for a long time past boon 
of such a nature as to render liiin uiiwortliy of the friendship and 
protection of tl\e Briti.sli Govcrninenl,. 

Unmindful of lu.s duty as a ruler, and regardlo.ss of hi.s obli¬ 
gations as a dependent ally of the East India Company, ho has boen 
guilty of tho gi’eatest oppression and cruelty towards the people 
subject to his Government, and he has evinced t.he most wanton 
disres])COt of the authority of and tho most hostile disposition 
towards tho former, fi-om whom he and his ancestors liave invariably 
received every degree of kindness and protection. 

It would be needless to enumerate tho several instances of his 
misconduct; but it is sufficient to state that in consequence of an 
asylum having been afforded in tho British territories to his own 
sister, Dewanajee, and her husband, Chenna Basavappa, who to 
preserve thoii- lives had fled from his opxrrossion, the Kajah has 
presumed to address letters, rexilcto with tho most insulting e.xxrres- 
sions to the Governor of Port St. George and tho Governor-General 
of India; that ho has assumed an attitude of hostility and defiance 
towards the British Government; that he has reoeir-ed aird ciuiour- 
aged the proclaimed enemies of that Governmcul. ; and that he ha.>i 
unjustifiably jdaoed under restraint ait old and faithful servant of 
the Company, named Kulpully Karnikara Manooti [sic] vdro had been 
formally dejiutcd by tho Britislr rejiresentative for tiro purpose of 
opening a friendly negotiation, thus ooniiiiitting a gross outrage, 
not only upon th.e authority bjf whom the above named iudivithial 
was deputed, but upon tho o.stablished rules of all civilized nations 
by whom tho j'lorsons of accredited agents are invariably held 
saored. 

Tho ancient iillianco and the firm friendship, which had so 
hap]iily subsisted between tlio predecessors of tlie present Raja.li and 
the Honourable Company, have caused his errors to bo treated 
uniformly with indulgenoo. Tlio most earnest remonstrances liave 
been in vain tried to bring him to a sense of Iris obligations, and it 
is not until further forbearance would bo culpable tliat Hi.s Excel¬ 
lency the Right Honourable tjie Governor-General at tire suggestion 
and with concurrence of the Riglit Honom-able the Governor in 
Council of Port St. George, has resolved on employing tho only 
means left of vindicating tlie dignity of the .sovereign State, and of 
securing to tho inhabitants of Coorg tlie blc.3sings of a just and 
equitable Government. 

It is accordingly hereby notified that a British army is about to 
invade the Coorg territory ; that Virarajencka Wodyar is no longer 
to be considered as Rajah of Coorg ; that the iiersons and ])roxierty 
of all those who conduct themselves peaceably or in aid of the

Extracts from tho Convention botwoon the GovERN^rEMTS oi 
Madr.-is and Pondiohbrev for tho renewal of tho Convention 
of 13th May 1818. 

1. The whole of the salt-pans situated throughout the Fronoh 
Estahlfshjnonts in India shall continue in a state of inactivity as 
heretofore. 


2. The French Government guarantee the strict observance of 
the above stipulation, and the further adoption of all such measures 
as dcijcnd upon them for ensuring the effectual prevention of the 
contraband trade in salt. 

3. The Madras Government ongago.s to pay to tho French 
Govornraont as am indemnification to tho Proprietors of tho salt¬ 
pans the sura of four thousand star Pagodas per annum. 

4. Tho above stipulated sum of four thousand star Pagodas 
per annum shall be paid by quarterly instalments. 

.'). Tho British Government engages to deliver such quantity of 
salt as shall be requisite for domestic use and consumption of the 
inhabitants of tho French Settlements in India, the purchase, 
delivery, and subsequent sale of the said quantity being regulated 
according to the stiinilaticms contained in the Convention of the 
7th March 1815. 


6. Tho expenses incurred for tho transport of salt ha-ifing been 
bitborto borne equally by the Enghsb and French Govornmonts, it 
is agreed that they shall continue to bo so during the present 
convention. 


7. It shall be optional with either the English or Fronoh Govern¬ 
ment to withdraw from the present convention on giving twelve 
months’ notice.

Hukumnama granted by P. Grant, Esq., Collector of Malabar, 
for the guidance of Katiat Govinda Menon, Renter of Cardamom 
in Wynaad, Cherakel, Kotteyom, Kurumbarnad, Calicut and Ernad 
Taluks, for five years from Ist July 1801 to 30th June 1866. You 
are required to pay as directed the price of cardamom to the in¬ 
habitants as well as the Sea Custom duty, and the Government dues 
on account of rent at 16,000 rupees per annum or 80,000 rupees for 
five years on the following conditions confirmed by the Board of 
Revenue :— 

1. The owners of the cardamom produce in each taluk shall 
not aeU it to any one else, but deliver it cither them.solvcs or through 
their people at the places appointed by you within the limits of 
each taluk. The Wynaad cardamom shall be received at Korote 
until furtlicr or’ders. 

2. A price of 300 rupees per candy of 560 lbs. or 20 maund.9 of 
28 lbs. each sliall bo paid for the cardamom to the owners thoroof 
without reference to its quality, and the payment must be made in 
Government current coins before the Taluk officials as soon as the 
cardamom is weighed and received. 

3. The purchase by any one else of the cardamom in the 
above said taluks within the period stipulated above is strictly 
forbidden. 

4. Should any one carry on any fraudulent dealings in carda¬ 
mom witli the cultivators of the same, such cardamom can be 
seized by you, and the required assistance will be afforded you by 
the Police or Revenue officers on your producing this document. 
On the receipt of correct information that smuggled cardamom is 
secured in the house of any individual, it is necessary, in order to 
prevent its clandc,5tine removal, to keep watcliers and report the 
matter to the neighbouring Government autliorities in view to 
search being instituted, and, except in conjunction with them, 
neither the renter nor his people of their own accord are authorized 
to enter into any houses, etc., and make a search. 

5. When smuggled cardamom is seized and proved to have 
been actually smuggled it can be taken by you, but you shall pay 
according to the order of the Collector the village price of such 
cardamom to those by whose efforts and endeavours it was caught, 
whether they be private individuals or Government servants. 
When it is proved that such cardamom was stolen by any individual 
without the knowledge of the owner, the price thereof according to 
the prescribed rate must be paid to the o-wner. 

6. If stolen cardamom ha dotootod by parties other than the 
owner or renter, they shall as the Sirkar may direct receive a reward 
equal to one-half of the owner’s right, and ono-half of the renter’s 
right, and the remainder ono-half owner’s right must be piaid to 

7. You shall pay the aimual rent, Rs. 16,000, by two instal¬ 
ments in each year, viz., on the 25th April and 25th May and obtain 
receipts for the same, and in the event of any default in the payment 
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of the rout, the deposit money shall be carried to account, and you 
will under the provisions of your Kaicliit, be liable to replace the 
deposit money. An interest of one per cent per mensem shall he 
paid by you on all arrears from the date of tlioir becoming due. You 
shall pay the customs duty on the exportation of cardamom to 
foreign ports according to the existing tariff. You should be pre¬ 
pared to undergo the punishment and pay the fines, which the 
Sirkar may deem proper to award according to the merits of the 
case, for any infringement of the terms of this agreement.

NOTIFICATION. 

It is hereby notified for general information that the following 
arrangements have been made between the British Government and 
the Native States of Cochin and Travancore for the removal of fiscal 
restrictions on trade between British India and these States, and 
that effect has been given to the same under the sanction of the 
Government of India. 

2. —No duties wdl hereafter be levied whether by the British 
Government, or the Travancore or Cochin States, on goods, being 
the produce or manufacture of British India, on their import whether 
by sea, or by land, excepting tobacco, salt, opium and spirits. 

3. —No duty will hereafter be levied by the British Government 
on goods, the produce or manufacture of the Cochin and Travancore 
States, on their import into British Indian Territory, whether by 
sea or by land, excepting .salt, opium and spirits. 

4. —Tree import will be allowed by the Cochin State into its 
territories of Travancore produce and manufactures and vice versa, 
on the same terms and with the same exceptions as those arranged 
with the British Government. 

6.—The Cochin and Travancore States will adopt the British 
Indian tariff and rates of import duty on aU foreign goods imported 
into them, tobacco being excepted on import into Travancore. 
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6. —Poroign goods, which have already paid duty on import to 
British India, or to eithcir the Cochin or Travancoro State, will bo 
allowed to pass free on further transport to any of these territories. 

7. —The Cochin State will adopt the British Indian rates of export 
duty on article.s exported to foreign countries, pepjier being excepted 
and charged at 1 5 rupees a candy. 

8. —The Travancore State -Hdll continue for the jn-eseiit to levy 
port duties not less than those obtaining in British India, Init not 
more than 5 rupees per cent on all ordhiary exports, Rs. 10 per cent 
on timber, and 15 rupees a candy on pepper and betelnut ad valorem. 

9. —The export duty at the Trai'ancorc inland Chowkics, viz., 
those not situated on the backwater, will bo confined to principal 
goods only, wliicli will be notified from time to time. 

10. - Briti.sh Indian goods passing from Coimbatore tlirough Tra- 
vancorc to tbe Cochin territories or Britisli Cochin will be exempt 
from export duty in Travancoro. The same exemption will extend 
to Tinnovelly cloths passing through Travancore. 

11. —Goods passing from one part of the Cochin State through 
Travancoro territory to any other part of the former will be exempt 
from export duty in Travancore. 

12. —The Travancore and Cochin States will adopt the Briti.sh 
Indian tariff valuations for exports as well as imports. 

13. —The Cochin and Travancore States will adopt the Biltish 
Indian selling price of salt, the rates at Inland Depots being raised 
so as to place the salt of Cochin, Travancore, and British India on the 
same footing in the market. 

If.—The Cochin and Travancore States will import British 
Indian salt on the same terms it is imported into British Indian 
Ports. 

15.—The Travancore State will levy import duty on tobacco at 
rates not exceeding the following -

and as you are sensible of our distress, that you will also pay us 
from the Company’s Treasury our arrears of the above allowance 
for the month of Kunny, Thulam, and Virchigam amounting to 
Rs. 315 and the balance of former years of Rs. 155 ; with this wo 
acknowledge ourselves made happy, but should wo all live in Cahout, 
as the allowance you have granted us, would be inadequate to the 
expense there, we solicit you to obtain us permission for our Ellia 
Raja to return to Chonany Kolote and the Third, Raja to go and 
reside in the Malysherry Kolote in Kurumanad, and our Senior 
Raja will continue to stay in Calicut.
